Mr. Speaker : We shall now proceed with the consideration 
of the amendments to the Travancore-Cochin Publie Service 
Commission (Consultation) Regulations, 1gf?, 

Shri M. M. Abdul Khader : Sir, | rise to a point of arder, 
Article 320 (5) of the Constitution reads thus: 

“All regulations made under the proviso to Clause (3) 
by the President or the Governor or Rajpramukh of a 
_ State shall be laid for not less than fourteen) acays before 
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each House of Parliament or the House or each House of 
the Legislature of the State, as the case may be, as soon as 
possible, after they are made, and shall be subject to such 
modifications, whether by way of repeal or amendment, as 
both Houses of Parliament or the House or both Houses of 
the Legislature of the State may make during the session in 
which they are so Jaid.”’ 


The Regulations made under proviso to Clause (3) of Article 320 
have been laid before this House only on the 26th February 1953 
which means that they have not been before the House for 14 days . 
as contemplated by Clause (5) of Article 320. Therefore, I submit 
that discussion on the Regulations before Clause (5) has been complied 
with, would not be in order. Alternatively also, even assuming that 
we discuss it to day, the matter would be closed to day itself which 
would also mean that it has not been before the House for 14 days, at 
any rate, even including the day for discussion, The provision in 
clause (5) is mandatory and non-compliance of the Clause, could 
be impugned in a court of law. Therefore, I submit that it cannot be 
discussed by the House to day and such a procedure would not be 
in order, sot 


.Mr. Speaker : What has the Chief Minister to say ? 
Shri A. J. John : J have no objection to: postpone the dis- 


cussion. . - 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The wording of the Article is 
‘All Regulations made under the proviso........ shall be laid not 


less than fourteen days before each House. ...’’ So, on the 15th day 

’ the jurisdiction ceases. The jurisdiction of the House over the Regu- 
lation extends only for 14 days from the data,it is placed before the 
House.

I do not 
think, if we read the whole article it is capable of such an interpreta- 
tion.. What the Article says is “*....shall be laid for not less than 
fourteen days before each House of Parliament or the House of the 
Legislature of the State...... and shall be subject to such modifica- 
tions etc, both Houses of the Legislature of the State may make during 
the session in which they are so laid,’? So amendments may be made 
during the session in which they are so laid. So, we can discuss the 
whole thing even after the fourteenth day, The point that we have no 
jurisdiction. after the fourteenth day is not correct, There should be 
time to give amendments. Members send up amendments at least 
two days before, that is, on the 12th or 11th day. If it is taken up 
for’ discussion before it is in the House for 14 days, time to send up 


‘amendments will be curtailed. The chance of giving amendments 


will be lost. The Chief Minister having said that there is no objection 
in postponing the consideration, I do not think we should insist on 
considering the Regulation to day itself. I do not think the Member 
for Trivandrum is correct in giving such an interpretation. The 
wording is ‘‘.,..shall be laid for not less than fourteen days....” 
It does not mean that it shall not be placed for more than 14 days. 
As I pointed out, the last words in the Section “*... during the ses- 
sion in which they are so laid’’ are more important. So, I think it 
will be better to discuss it 14 days after it has been placed before the 
House. The reference to the analogy of the Ordinance too is not 
cotrect. . It. is. not stated in the provision regarding Ordinances 
that an Ordinance shall be laid before the House for any particular 
‘number of days... It is only stated that the Ordinance shall cease 
to be-in force if the House does not enact it into a law within 6 weeks 
of the meeting of the Legislature. I.do not object to the considera- 


-tion of the matter today. But as the point of order is raised we 


cannot but follow the provision in the Constitution.

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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: The provisions: in 
Article 320 (3) and (5) may be read togecher and understood. 
That is my submission. The proviso to Article 320 (3) says that 
in the first instance, the. Rajpramukh will have powers to make 
Regulations for which it shall not be necessary for a Public Service 
Commission to be consulted. Article 320 (s) says that the: deci- 
sion of the Rajpramukh is not final in these matters and that the. 
Legislature should be given the opportunity’ either to modify, 
repeal or amend’ the Regulations. The laying on the Table of the 
House is for that purpose. So, for aperiod of 14 days it shall be 
there. That provision means that any Member of the House 
may move amendments’ within that period.

- Shri E. P. Varghese : In opposingthe amendments except 
No. 48 I wish to say few words, Ifamendment No, 47 is passed: 
the section will read : , 

The Government shall have power to direct the registration in 

Part A or Part B of a register of any practitioner who at the 

. time of registration under this section is employed in a 
hospital, sanahospital, asylum, infirmary, clinic, surgery, 
lying-intorium, nursing home, dispensary, vaidyasala or 
dharmasala managed ‘by any corporate body”’. 

So, if amendment 47 is accepted the Government can make an ~ 
unqualified practitioner a qualified one, There is the definition of 
‘qualified practitioner’ in the bill as a medical practitioner who has 
undergone training in an institution and obtained a certificate which 
ds recognised by Government. Those who have no ‘such qualifica- 
tions cannot be registered as qualified practitioners. But those who 
have experience as medical practitioners - continuously for five years 
preceding the first day of April 1953 can also get themselves registered, 
So, there are two distinct classes, one class; those who are registered 
under part A and who have academic qualifications which are recognis~ 
ed by the Council, and the other those who have experience in the 
‘profession but who have not the academic qualifications. _ Whether 
an institution. where instruction’ .in medicine is. given -should - 
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be recognised ‘or not is a matter left to the Council concerned. Such 
institutions ‘may be added on to the schedule of the bill. For ob. 
taining certificates from institutions there are certain course of stud 
to be complied with. Section 47 of this Bill gives power to the 
council to recognise an institution after going into the merits of the 
‘course of studies and other things conducted in that institution, 
There is nothing preventing persons in service who do not possess the 
requisite qualifications as per the schedule being considered as qualified 
afterwards by including in the schedule the institutions the certificates 
of which they hold, The Council after going into the status of the 
institution which issued the certificate and the instructions imparted 
therein may give them recognition. There is therefore no justifi. 
cation for being alarmed. Just to say that there are a number of - 
medical practitioners in the State Service in erstwhile Cochin State 
who do not possess those academic titles mentioned in the Schedule 
“and therefore théy are not competent to issue certificates and the rest 
of it is not of great consequence. Such certificates which they hold 
canbe. recognised according to this bill after satisfying certain 
conditions, ‘There is a provision for registering such persons 
too. Amendment No, 48 when passed will clear this issue 
Government are very keen to see their officers are safeguarded. Gov- 
ernment will direct that those persons shall be registered even if they 
do not possess the five years’ experience which is prescribed. After 
getting themselves registered they can continue the medical profession, 
In regard-to the amendment moved by the hon, Member for Kalloopara, 
if that is accepted, that will be going too far. Of course, this 
legislature‘is competent'to do'that, but should we do it ? When we 
legislate we may-do it with some -principle before us. Let us not 
deviate for giving convenience to individual coming from time to 
time. We :must do things without much harm to individuals or 
institutions ‘in:the country. . Those who are in Government service 
and who have no qualifications in the medical profession can very well 
get themselves-registered according to the provision of the bill. Iam 
sure there will be such persons in the erstwhile Travancore service as 
well, Even though they do not have the atademic qualifications 
that simply -by ‘virtue of entry in Government service they are :dily 
qualified does not-stand to reason at all. That will be too much 
and we willibe reducing ourselves toa ridiculous position. Suppose 
there are:a number: of-undergraduates -in the service of Government - 
and tomorrow ‘we say'because they are in Government service ‘they 
shall be considered ‘as: graduates for ‘a particular purpose. Doing this 
swill:be something like that. “They do not possess the qualifications 
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but they are in Government service. In respect of such cases.all that 
I say is, let theny be registered but-not‘as qualified men. To say that 
a non-qualified man should be registered as qualified does not. appeal 
to my reason much less to anybody’s reason. Such men in the 
medical profession are allowed to be in-service and practise 
provided they get themselves registered, “The only point is-such men 
will not have all the advantages of a qualified practitioner unless they 

- are in a position to get themselves exempted. Simply because this 
Legislature has power to legislate the undergraduates should not be 
classed as graduates for a special purpose. 


A qualified practitioner should have, secured a qualification. 
Otherwise, how can we'say that he is qualified, simply because he has 
been in Government service. It is something like saying that an 
undergraduate, because he has been in Government service, is a_ 
graduate..

Shri E. P. Varghese : We are not professional men. This 
question must be left to the Medical Council. Let those men apply 
and let the Medical Council go into-the question, go through the course 
of study given in that Vaidyasala and decide whethier that should be an 
institution coming under the schedule. That is exactly why we have 
constituted the Medical Council. Otherwise, there will be people 
bringing in certificates fronr any institution. This Council has also 
the power to add to the schedule and to remove from the schedule 
any‘institution. So my submission-is that we-should not take up the 
functions which ‘realy belong to the Council, for the very obvious 
reason that we are not professionals.and are not competent to judge 
such things. We have to leave these’to the-Councils. That will be 
the proper procedure. ‘Thien there will be no. injustice done to any-- 
body. We have fixed certain qualifications now, if others have to be 
added, let the Council do it ; we should not take upon ourselves 
‘that duty. There ‘will, certaitily, be some “delay. hen s6me “of 
these persons “who have ‘received certificates from institutidns

That is because of reciprocity. The Madras Government does 
not recognise our registration. There it was thought that we too 
need. not hereafter recognise their registration or recognition. 


So my submission is that this House should not consider this 

. question in any spirit fo parochialism, We are legislating for certain, 
definite purpose. We want to avoid human lives being imperilled by 
being handled by unqualified people.. Of course, we have gone 
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beyond safe limitations in our Act. I had some hesitation ; but at 
last I too agreed, It is because we should not oust those who are 
already in the profession. . 


Shri A.A.D. Luiz: What are the reasons why the MadraS 
Government did not recognise our qualifications? 


Shri E. P, Varghese : I do not know. Probably, they did 
not like the provision we have that a.person, if he is in Government 
service, will be qualified even if he is really unqualified. 


Shri A.A.D. Luiz : Then will the Member recollect my 
suggestion that some verification is necessary ? (Laughter). 

Shri E. P. Varghese: It is not a question of verifying. 
So Y appeal to all the Members of this House to look at this question 
dispassionately and purely from the standpoint of reason. We 
do not exclude anybody from getting registered; on the other hand, 
on the strength of their service in Government, we are allowing 
persons who have not even the prescribed period of experience in ~ 
medical profession to get registered so that they may continue to 
practise. But over and above that, if it is said that they should also 
be considered as being qualified men, I think that will be absurd. ‘We 
will be doing a great wrong to do alittle good. That is not proper. 
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We have decided that there should be ‘a distinction between 
_ qualified and’ unqualified practitioners. And because these people 
‘ in Government service havé éxperience, we are exempting them 
from the period prescribed for others. Only they cannot be declared 
_as being qualified. To do so will be absurd and ridiculous. So I say 
that if.47 is accepted, we will be in a ludicrous position. It will be 
equal to saying that a person whom Government. likes may be 
considered qualified.

the claim be considered ? This is something like that too. The 
Government servants do not suffer on account of this; only 
some privileges cannot be enjoyed. 

Shri A. A. D, Luiz: During their tenure of service in 
Government they would acquire some knowledge in the profession, 
Should it not be recognised ? 

Shri E. P. Varghese : But that will not be equal to obtaining 
qualification. If an undergraduate has been in Government service 
for a number of years, would you recommend to the University to 
declate him a graduate ? That is what 1am saying. I am speaking 
so earnestly on this question, because I feel that if this is allowed, we 
will be making our position ridiculous. We do not want to harm 
anybody, to put anybody out of service. . Let every man in Govern- 
ment service be registered and allowed to continue in the Govern- 
iment service with all the emoluments of that service, Only thing is, he 
shall not have the two privileges which are given to qualified medical 
practitioners in this Act, namely to stand for clection to the Council 
and to issue medical certificates. These are the two things from 
which they will be excluded. Therefore what | ask is, why should 
we take up the absurd position of saying that unqualilied persons shall 
be qualified persons. In ‘these professional matters, Government 
should not interfere, A man might have reached the dizzy heights 
of Government service by spiral stairs. But that should not influence 
this House and influence the Government to take up any partial 
attitude, Let us eschew all extraneous considerations and consider this 
question dispassionately. Of course, I agree that some of the Ayurveda 
practitioners may not be able to qualify themselves as A Class 
practitioners. But that will be remedied in course of time. It may 

‘be that a few persons in the higher ranks of the Ayurveda 
Department may find themselves in an awkward position. 
~ Shri A. Thanu Pillai : May I know from the Member 
whether he meant to say that there are, in the higher ranks of the 
Ayurveda departmental services, persons who have no qualifications 
whatsoever according to this Bill ? 

Shri E. P. Varghese : May be, Sir. Vor the sake of argu- 
aent I said there may be some persons, and there may be a little 
hardship in the case of persons who are occupying high positions in the 
Ayurveda profession and not having proper qualifications. That is 
a different matter. That is for the Government to decide. Lere is 
a Medical Practitioner. Let him draw high salary and pass for a big 
man. He shall not be registered under the Act unless he comes 
within the conditions prescribed. We are concerned with the 
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principles which we have accepted when it was before the Select 
Committee. The provision is that persons with certain recognised 
academic qualifications alone shall be registered. Why should we 
undo it ? Should we legislate like that ? ‘ ; 
Again regarding the amendment of the hon. Member for Nemmara 
[ have to say that there must be some order in the whole legislation. 
If his amendment were added as sub-clause (iii) of sub-section (1) of 
section 23, and if it stood as a separate clause, it would have been 
all right. On the other hand, the hon, Member wants it to be 
tacked on to the first clause. Three classes of persons are eligible 
for registration—(1) every holder of a recognised qualification, 
(2) every person who has been in regular practice for a period of not 
less than five years and (3) every person who is in Government 
service. Unless we are clear when the interpretation comes in, 
it will be giving room for Government to do all sorts of things. © 
This Government will not be in power always. . 

Shri V. R. Krishnan Ezhuthassan : No particular authority 
is given to Government by that amendment. 

Shri E. P. Varghese : Of course, when we look at things 
through one angle of vision, there is difficulty to understand the other 
angle of vision. The only thing is that it may work hardship for a 
few for some time. Even they will be recognised. There is nothing 
which stands in the way of this Government recognising their quali- 
fication, The coursé of study and the syllabus may be gone into by 
the Council and the institutions which are found fit may be added 
and.those which are found unfit may be excluded from the schedule. 
Ayurveda school too have good course and they may be recognised 
as we have recognised the Munchira School of Siddha system. We 
want to register persons with experience and experience alone as 
medical pretitioners. But the hon. Member for Kalloopara wants 
that over and above that he must sit for an examination and pass it. It 
is up to the House. to impose any such thing. A number of perons are 
living on this profession. The provision of 5 years practsce may 
throw some out’ of employment and it will be hard. Perhaps my 
friend did not read sub-section (2). It says that he must have been 
in regular practice for 5 years. It is not enough if he says “ I started 
Practice some 20 years ago’. He must have a certificate that he was 
practising for 5 years previous to ist April 1953. So, the purpose 
of this amendment will be properly served if the hon. Minister’s 
amendment No. 48 is accepted, . There is no difficulty about that. 
Nobody will be thrown out of employment. Every medical practi- 
tioner in the Ayurveda Department of our Government will be regis- 
tered; he can continue to practise, he can continue in service 
and do all that. Why should we put unqualified men as qualified 
men? That is a position to which we-should not reduce ourselves, 
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So, the amendment of Shri Krishnan Ezhuthassan is not necessary. 
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Shri K. K. Chellappan Pillai : Sir, a question. Clause 32 
(2)-@ MNeoaan ajowan: 


“No certificate required by law to be given by a medical practi- 
tioner shall be valid unless it is signed by a qualified registered 
practitioner.” . 
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“Certificate or Diploma granted by:— 
; His Highness the Maharaja’s, Ayurveda College, 
Schedule (c) Trivandrum, or the Government of Travancore- - 
Cochin.”’ ;

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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, the difference of opinion, so 
far as I have been able to understand from the speeches made here is 
whether there should be a provision allowing certain: practitioners 
who, in fact, had no recognised qualifications according to the 
provisions of the Bill and whether there should be a provision allowing 
such practitioners to be registered as practitioners having recognised 
qualifications. That is the simple issue before the Louse, All 
these. amendments turn upon that question. © Now, dir, lot us pause 
and consider what we are legislating, Ayurveda was being practised 
in our State for thousands of years. There was no law regulating 
that practice. There were advantages from that kind of practice. 
We used to get medical aid from Ayurveda practitioners who gained 
their knowledge from other practitioners and not in any recognised 
institutions—persons who did not hold any certificates. Much 
good came out of that and at the same time we began to feel that 
considerable harm was also being donc. We want to get the 
benefit and at the same time prevent the harm. That is why we 
want registered practitioners. The simple issue is whether we 
should deviate from this. We provided certain qualifications for a 
practitioner to be recognised, At the same time practitioners who 
have no such recognised qualifications should not be prevented from 
practising. Persons who have had § years’ practice even without 
any certificate from a recognised institution, even such persons who 
has had a practice for 5 years, should not be debarced from practice. 
This, according to me.are the two main principles accepted in this 
Bill. Now, should we deviate ? That is the simple question. 


_ We provide for certain qualifications being recognised. At 
the same time practitioners who have no recognized qualification 
should not be prevented from practising, Persons who have had 
5 years’ practice even without any certificate or any training in the 
recognized institution | should not be prevented from practising, 
According to me there are.two main principles accepted’ in this 
Bill’ Let us allow all practitioners as far as practicable to continue. 
Let them all be registered medical practitioners. There is no 
provision for that in this Bill now. But the attempt here is to provide 
the registration for men who-have no recognized qualifications. I 
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for‘one cannot agree to that opinion, There is a good deal of force . 
in what Mr. Achutha Menon was saying. There are certificates 
issued by the Travancore-Cochin Government and recognised insti- 
tutions in. Cochin and Malabar. They have not been entered in the 
Schedule for forming basis for recognized qualification. That is 
really a matter for consideration. Without going into the niceties 
of things in regard to the sutticiency of certificates all of'them may 
be brought under this schedule. There is an amendment given 
notice of by Mr. Achutha Mcnon to this effect. Let us bring in all 
those certificates. Why should they be excluded. Ido not mean any 
disparagement to the members of the Select Committee. Probably 
these facts were not before the Select Committee when they ex- 
amined the provisions of this Bill. Certain amendments seem to be 
very necessary. We can make those amendments. At the same 
time we are not to say that a person who cannot be reasonably con- 
sidered to be a holder of recognised qualification should be registered 
as a person holding recognized qualification. We can be liberal, 
We can allow every practitioner to practise. Every kind of certi- 
ficate that forms the basis for recognised qualification may be considered 
as sufficient. Now the position is beyond that. A person is to be 
recognized as a registered medical practitioner simply because he is 
in Government service. He is to be considered as a person holding 
recognised qualification. That is unreasonable, ‘Then wé can very 
well leave out the entire Bill. We want to make things regular 
hereafter. I do not understand how this idea was so vehemently 
brought forward. ; 

There is another amendment, No. 47, moved by the hon, 
Minister. “In sub-clause (4) of clause 23 for the words ‘direct the 
registration of any practitioner,” the words ‘direct the registration 
in Part A or Part B of a register of any practitioner’ shall be substi- 
tuted,.’’ All that he can claim is to be employed in a hospital. veces 
and so on. Without the requisite qualification why should he be 
given registration in part (A)? That question naturally arises. 
There are hundreds and probably thousands of practitioners who are , 
really inefficient. "I can concede there are practitioners without 


recognised qualifications who are much more efficient than most 


practitioners with recognised qualifications. But are they confined to 
these hospitals run by a corporate body or Government ? Or are 
they outside such institutions ? Is there any proposal to bring them 


‘alo in Part A? Is it feasible? No. If these practitioners outside - 


these institutions have to be satisfied with being registered as practi- 
tioners why should then we merely advocate a different’ treatment 
to those who are employed in these institutions, I ask ? There is 
absolutely no justification for that differential treatment. There 
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are certain advantages in being a person with a recognised qualif. 
cation which the other section does not enjoy. He may become a 
member of the Council. Now, Sir, we want only men having recog. 
nition to become members of the Council. Why should we allow 
a certain set of people who have no recognized qualification to come 
in and shut out others? We cannot say it is perlect. I do not see 
any reason why this amendment should be brought by the hon, 
Minister. Of course, suspicions will arise. Te may be to help 
certain individuals ‘to come in who cannot justly enter. Why 
should we be a party to that kind of procedure and action ? Ihave 
no hesitation to say that this amendment of Mr. Madhavan, the hon, 
Minister should be ruled out. There is an amendment of Nemmar 
member, 42 A. “To sub-clause (1) (i) of clause 23, the followin 

words shall be added at the end, viz., ‘and every practitioner holding 
appointments under the Government at the commencement of this 
Act.”? There is no justification for that. Of course, here we allow 
persons in. service to be enrolled as practitioners. That concession 
is given to them. There is no reason why we should go beyond that, 


Then there is another amendment by Mr. Nivian, It says that 
those practitioners who have no recognized qualitication could also 
be registered by passing a test to be prescribed by the Council or by the 
Surgeon-General. I-think Mr. Ninan is one of those who hold that 
Tegal practitioners who passed a test got a lift. But let us not put all 
these vaidyans to that kind of difficulty. Tam not for'that amendinent, 

Then there is one amendment, and I think I may close this 
discussion by accepting that. That is amendment No. 48 — the hon. 
Minister’s amendment. 


Te says: 


“In sub-clause (4) of clause 23, for the words ‘managed 
by any corporate body,’ the words ‘under the Government 
or managed by aiy. corporate body’ shall be substituted.” 


If we can allow physicians employed in private vaidyasalas or 
dispensaries to be enrolled as practitioners, there is no reason why that 
concession should not be extended to persons employed in Government 
hospitals and dispensaries. . Therefore, that amendment, according 
to me,.can very well be accepted and all the other amendinents must 
go. With this, I oppose the other three amendments and support 
amendment No. 48 maved by the Minister Sri V. Madhavan.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: With the permission of Gov- 
ernment a man can practise medicine even now. A man engaged 
in any other activity if he is in the medical profession can continue 
that profession. He: is a very useful man no doubt. ‘Now we are 
discussing what the legal effect of the amendment would be. The 
effect of the p provision ofthe bill is a. Government servant who is 
regularly practising in medicine, if he has registered himself under 
the Act in force he can covitinue in the profession, That is a benefit 
which the Travancore practitioners are going to get. The people 
of the-erstwhile Cochin Staté are also coming under that benefit. But 
the present provision is, they must be in some Government service, 
either as a peon, or proverthicar or conservancy overseer and the 
like and such a person can’ become a qualified medical practitioner 
and be in the medical couticil, discuss, the qualifications of medical 
practitioners and of the syllabus of the medical colleges that. 
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are included in the Act or of the institutions which may apply for 
it. A gentleman with no qualification can decide upon the suit. 
abjlity, the eligibility of the institutions that grant certificates, 
diplomas or degrees.

Shri V. R. Krishnan Ezhuthassan : Qualifitations of 
members is fixed under section 5.

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Now we propose to evolve a Travancore, -Cochin Ayurveda. College 
with the dignity and standard of University institutions.. In the 
college we are envisaging we are authorising no qualifications or 
training to review persons with the syllabus and course of studies 
as a result of the acceptance of cluase 23 of the bill as amended, 
That is the standard we are fixing and prescribing for medical quali- 
fications. That is to say, certificates will be granted not by qualified 
men, not by people who are entitled to it, but by people who are 
Government servants, simply because of certain environments and _ 
human elements involved in it as the hon. Minister pointed out to 
us, To what extent it will affect the future of the country is to be 
considered.

When J read through the Bill, I found no penalty is fixed for bei 

in charge of a hospital or for issuing certificates without the pres. 

According to sub-clause (3) no person other 
than a qualified registered practitioner shall be eligible to hold after 
one year from the commencement of this Act any appointment as a 
physician, surgeon, etc., in any dispensary, hospital etc. Provided 
that this sub-section shall not be.deemed to operate against a regi:

RESOLUTIONS ON MATTERS OF GENERAL PUBLIC 
INTEREST 
Resolution regarding Plantation. Labour Act, 195%, 


Shri Prakkulam Bhasi: I move: 


‘*This House views with grave concern the inordinate delay 
shown by the Travancore-Cochin Government in implementing 
the Plantation Labour Act 1941 of the Government of India and 
resolves that the said Act be enforced in this State immediately,” 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I may point out to 
you, Sir, that I consider that this resolution in the form in which it is 
given, is one which ought not to be discussed in this House, because 
a resolution. is a recommendation to the Government. Here it is 
stated that ‘‘this House views with grave concern the inordinate 
delay shown by the Travancore-Cochin Government in implementing 
the Plantation Labour Act, etc.’’ This Act is one ‘passed by the 
Central Legislature‘ which’is to come into force throughout India on 
such date asthe Central Government may notify. It cannot be enforced’ 
in Travancore-Cochin alone, That is, you cannot enforce it in any 
particular area in India alone. Again it is for the Central Government 
to enforce it. I may state here for the information of the House that 
the Central Government have already published the rules under the 
Act and my information is that as soon as the rules are finalised, the 
Act will come into force. Therefore, I would respectfully submit to 
the House and the mover of the resolution that any resolution viewing 
with concern the conduct on -the part of the Travancore-Cochin 
Government in connection with the matter is out of order, because 
there is nothing which this Government can do with respect to the 
subject of this resolution. As a matter of fact, when the Plantation 
Conference met recently in Calcutta, the question ofthe implementa- 
tion of the Plantation Act was on the agenda and the views forwarded 
by this Government were that the plantation Act should be forthwith 
implemented. In these circumstances, Sir, I would respectfully 
submit that this resolution should not be discussed here. 


Mr. Speaker : The latter part of the resolution urges that the _ 
said Act be enforced in this State immediately. That is the resolu-. 
tion.. From the, statement made by the hon. Minister, it is clear that 
it is no responsibility of this Government, either to enforce this Act 
or to get the censure contemplated under this resolugion, In these 
circumstances, I find no purpose will be served by discussing this 
resolution.‘ The resolution is ruled out of order, 
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Shri M. Gopalan Nair: A point of order was raised, and 
before the Speaker made his niling, the other side should have. been 
heard, That has not been done in this matter. 


Mr. Speaker : I am glad that the hon. Member raised this 
‘question. 1 may make use of this opportunity to tell the House that 
the Speaker is not bound to hear any Member on any point of order, 
OFf course the Leader of the House has certain rights which are not 
available to every back bench Member of the House. And out of 
courtesy and according to practice the Leader of the Opposition has 
been given certain liberty and privilege. These we have-to establish 
by precedents. The Speaker on such occasions is not bound to listen 
’ to every Member of the House. The House is not a place where every- 
body is equal and everybody can talk on everything. So if the Speaker 
is clear about a point of order he’ can straightaway give the ruling on 
it without consulting or hearing any one. _

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai :. Sir, 1 wish to make’ one or two 
observations on the resolution before the House. I was patiently 
. following the debate in the House. What gave ine surprise was the 
speeches from the other side. Much more so ‘since reading the 


speeches of the Prime Minister of India and Leader of the Congress 
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who controls the destinies of India as its representative. In almost al] 
his speeches we find reference being made about communalism that 
is growing in the country. He exhorts congressmen to drive it out of 
the country and to take every step to keep up to the ideal of a secular 
State. One of the fundamental basis of the liberation movement 
started under Mahatma Gandhi was that caste must be eliminated as 
far as possible from politics. He wanted to spiritualise politics to 
build up a secular State. In later days, emphasis is only on secularism. 
In spite of all these facts, my friends who represent the Congress ‘in 
this House are approaching the problem from a purely technical point 
of view and hair-splitting arguments. 1 wasa little pained at that. 
I expected that the Members in this House would have realised the 
spirit behind the resolution. Not only that. My honourable friends 
would have also realised the extent to which communalism and 
casteism, if I may use that word, which is in vogue, has created 
disharmony and disunion in our country. Not only the public life 
of the country, but even the ideals of administration is being vitiated 
by communal approach to state problems. That is a fundamental fact 
which no citizen on the country can deny or forget. Public life is 
permeated by a spirit of communal mentality and day by day disunion 
is growing greater and greater. {fs it not the duty of a democratic 
State, a State which proclaims that it is based on secularism, and the 
duty of the Legislature to view the question fromm that standpoint? 
The ideal of loyalty of the citizen is the findamental basis on which the 
secular State can function. If we owe allegiance to different loyalties 
and differeent authorities that must sooner or later lead to a clash, 
What, after. all, is this commurial organisation ? There is self-interest 
in conimunal organisations. If the population of a State is divided on 
communal basis, if the society is allowed to divide itself as communal 
orgaiiisations and it is for communal interest. Mutual conflict and. 
fruitial animosity are bound to come in and affect the harmonious 
development of the citizenship. Will it lead to proper administration 
in the country ? While these organisations are decried or eftvisaged _ 
as a danger to democracy and proper administration, groups of 
people are organising for different loyalties and if there is a clash 
between the ideals of the Government and the particular interests” 
of that community, where will be the loyalty of the citizen ? . “Will 
the loyalty to the organisation be greater or the loyalty to the State ? 
. That is a question which | would’ humbly request my hon. Members 
to consider and ponder over. Sir, we have had experience of allow« 
ing communal organisations to thrive, strengthen and become powerful 
based upon communal allegiance. We know what it-has brought to 
India, Let us not think that it is a slight matter, that it is incidental 
ip opr life and in the present condition of our society. If we want-¢y

evolve as a secular State, if we want our country to be a powerful one, 
if we want harmonious relationship between all groups, the people 
as a whole must work to wipe out these differences and bring about 
communal harmony. 


Shri N. P. Varghese : If there is conflict between loyalty to 
religion and loyalty to State, what will be the stand of the hon, 
Member ? a, ; 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: J feel 1 am a religious man and 
even orthodox. Ibelieve in God. That is my creed. Asa religious 
man there are certain observances which I must adhere to. But that 
is a personal code of life and not a code to be observed as a citizen, | 
can be a Hindu in a State ruled by a Mussalman. J must have liberty 
to practise my religion as enjoined by it. I can understand the free- 

_ dom of worship but that does not clash with my loyalty to the State, 


Sbri A. Thanu Pillai: If any religious group organises itself 
against the State then what will be the answer of the member ? 


- Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai: I have no hesitation ‘in. saying 
that that group must be eliminated. It must have no place in the 
State, It has no right to butt in or encroach upon the field of the 
secular State. 

Shri K. Madhavan Unnithan : Cannot the same thing be 
said about communal loyalty also ? . oO 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: If, communal loyalty is allowed 
" to grow, it may even challenge the authority of the State. 


Shri A. A.D. Luiz : Do you concede that communalism will 
cease to exist if the theory of one nation that now exists only in the 
lps of the leaders gets into their hearts ? , 


Shri P. 8. Nataraja Pillai : Ido not think that our leaders 
say one thing with their lips while there. is another thing in their 
- hearts. It is startling to my mind. I believe every man speaks what 
he feels, If communal organisations are allowed to function without 

restraint that may lead to a situation— a

on behalf of the Government of His Highness the Maharaja of Cochin hereinafter 
called the lessor of the one part and Messrs. The General Mercantile Corporation 
itd., Cochin, represented by its Managing Director Shti S. Rm. Ct, PI, Palaniappa 
Chettiar, son of Chidambaram Chettiar, Non-brahmin by caste, aged 34 years re- 
siding at Mowbray’s Road, Mylapore, Madras, Managing Director, General Mercantile 
Corporation Ltd., Cochin for and on behalf of the General Mercantile Corporation 
Ltd., Cochin herein after called the lessees on the other part witnesseth that in co- 
sideration of the rent hereinafter reserved and of the lessees agreement hereinafter 
contained: the lessor hereby grants to the lessees the lease of all those premises with

In the original Bill practically the same provision was made, 
That is, so long as this amendment Bill which is called the Municipal 
(Temporary Provisions) Bill continues to be in force, Section 365 of 
the Trivandrum City Municipal Act will be read as is now stated in 
the Bill as settled by the Select Committee. The only change made 
is the addition of the words “‘wntil such time as a fresh division of the 
City into territorial divisions becomes necessary. ”? J fail to understand 
the reason for this. Ifa change in the law is necessary, that can come 
into operation only when the City is divided into wards afresh. Now, 
why should there be a provision changing the existing law by adding 
““until such time as a fresh division of the City into territorial divi- 
sions becomes necessary.’’ That is something clearly anomalous. 
Is the change expected to be put into operation ? Is it expected to be 
put into operation when a particular ward of the city has to be 
changed? Is it the idea ? Even in that casc, this provision is objection- 
able. But as it is now worded, and probably as the idea of the 
Select Committee was this provision is absolutely uncalled for, why 
should there be a change in the existing law which is not meant to be 
put into effect at all? That is the main reason why I say that this 
provision may very well go. Why not have the existing provision 
in the law as it is, from today onwards ? An ordinance was passed, 
That ordinance said that Section 365 will be read as it is stated in this, 
No doubt; that ordinance will be in force for six weeks after the 
meeting of this Legislature or until it is changed. Anyway, the ordi- 
nance made the change, and that change was acted upon for the purpose 
of the elections held recently. The ordinance goes out of force, 
and then, there is absolutely no reason why the law, as it is, should 
not be allowed to be operative. Why there should be some provision 
made which is clearly inoperative, I fail to see, 


An argument may be advanced that the effect of that ordinance 
is not very clear and this is needed in order to ratify what the Govern- 
ment did in respect of the elections. That is to say, when they fixed 
the boundaries of the ward, they did not comply with the provisions’ 
of the Act which requires that there should be a notification prior to 
finalising the wards. That provision was not acted upon. They 
found it out after they had proceeded with the steps necessary for the 
elections and when they found it out, they got an ordinance. enacted 
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The ordinance normally has force until six weeks after this meeting. 
That is done. Now, if the ordinance is liable to be questioned in 
court, I for one am against giving validity to an ordinance 
which a court, for some reason or other, may declare to be invalid. 
This House should not agree to that course at all. Normally, we 
expect that an ordinance will not be declared by a court to be invalid. 
The ordinance has the force of law. But if, for some reason, that is 
to say, the ordinance exceeded the limits of the ordinance-making 
power of the Rajpramukh or the ordinance should not have been 
promulgated considering the circumstances in which the ordinance 
was promulgated or considering the contents of the ordinance,— 
if for these reasons, a court feels it necessary to declare that the ordi- 
nance is invalid, I urge this House not to make that course impossible. 
But as at present envisaged, I do not see that that is at all likely, but 
if a court should find it necessary to agree with the need for the 
ordinance, then I do not stand in the way and.give validity to what the 
Government did, simply because of their indifference and their 
neglect of duty. A very salutary provision of the law should not be 
allowed to be violated in the way in which it has been done. For 
these reasons, Sir, I move that this clause be deleted. 


Shri K. Kochukuttan : I oppose the amendment, for the

Minister for Finance and Civil Supplies (Shri Panampilli Govinda 
Menon) : 


Sir, 

I rise to present the statement of the estimated receipts and 
expenditure of the Government of Travancore-Cochin for the year 
1953-54-

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Before I enter into the details of the budget proposals, let me 
make reference to certain matters vitally affecting the people of 
our State. 


FOOD 


The one subject on which we continue to be anxious is our 
food problem. As is well known, we have been depending, and 
continue to depend, for our rice requirements upon the Govern- 
ment of India. It is usual to classify Travancore-Cochin as one 
of the deficit States in the matter of food, but I fear that this State- 
ment will not convey the real situation regarding our food position. 
Our annual local production is computed to be about 2,75,000 
tons of rice, To give a 12 ounce ration, the State requires another 
quantity of 5,50,000 tons of rice a year. The actual procurement 
in the year 1951 was only about 60,o00 tons. In that year the 
Government of India allotted to the State a quota of 4,25,000 tons 
of rice and wheat together. It would thus be seen that the State 
is dependent on outside help, even on the basis of the limited quota, 
to the extent of ise per cent of our total production, soo per cent 
of our procurement target at 80,000 tons and 7oo per cent of our 
actual procurement. A State placed in such an unfortunate posi- 
tion in the matter of food is indeed faced with very great difficulty 
in the matter of supplying food to its people. 


At the close of the year 1951, we were giving to our people 
aration of 44 ounces of rice per adult per day, As the House 
is aware ,during the year 1952 it has been possible for the Government 
to raise gradually the rice ration and from the 1st of April 19525 
it has been maintained at the level of 6 ounces per adult per day. 
It is a matter of gratification to the Government that the people 
of the State have been provided with larger quantity of rice in the 
year 1952 than before. We received 2,93,600 tons of rice from 
the Government of India in the year 1952. The quantity locally 
procured was about 50,000 tons. The quantity left with the people 
for seed, domestic consumption and free sale in the open market, 
due to certain relaxations introduced in the matter of procure~ 
ment, was approximately 2,23,000 tons. In this way, it has been 
possible for us to enhance the availability of rice to the poeple in 

_ the last calendar year. . 


The supply and distribution of rice last year has given some 
satisfaction to our people, For the first time during the last several 
years ‘food’ ceased to be a matter of complaint among the people, 
I wish to convey to the House some idea about the immensity of 
the problem of our food distribution, The annual trarisactions 
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of the Department exceed Rs, 20 crores. The Department 
handles about four and a half lakhs of tons of foodgrains every year, 
This quantity has ‘to be stored, transported and distributed to every 
village in the State. There are 19 Departmental wholesale depots, 
23 sub-depots, 127 private wholesalers and 6,711 retailers under 
the control of the Department. These depots and retail shops 
have to be inspected regularly. Local paddy has to be purchased 
from the ryots, stored and distributed. The working of 69 mills 
handling Government paddy has been controlled and supervised 
and the accounts relating to all these huge and multifarious transa- 
ctions have to be separately maintained. 


The transport of food grains presents a specially difficult pro- 
blem. It is financially advantageous to us if all the allotments made 
to us are from. internal sources. Such rice is Jess costly than 
imported rice. A special train can carry only about 850 tons 
of rice, and in order to carry the three lakhs tons of rice allotted to 
us from surplus States in India, one special train will have to run 
every day in the year. This is impossible, and moreover, the 
availablities from internal sources are limited, Therefore we 
depend to a very large extent on rice coming to our ports from 
foreign countries, which alone can mect our requirements com- 


pletely. 


This gives rise to our problem regarding food prices. As 
the House is aware, we are selling rice to the people at Rs 17 per 
daund. The cost price of imported rice is far above this figure. 
By selling rice to our people at a fairly reasonable price, the Govern- 
ment are sustaining heavy loss from year to year. The contribu- 
tion from our revenues towards food subsidy in the three financial 
years ending March 1953 is of the order of Rs. 8 crores and the 
contributions which we received from the Government of India 
in 1951 and 1952 came to Rs. 5.88 crores. This will give the 
hon. Members some idea about the huge amounts contributed 
by this Government and the Government of India for maintaining 
a reasonably moderate price for the rice supplied to the people. 


. For the current calendar year 1953 the Central Government 
have agreed to supply three lakhs tons of rice in addition to what- 
ever quantity of wheat the State may require. The price of import- 
ed rice. this year has further gone up. If supplies during the curfent 
year are made from the same sources and in the same proportion as 
in 1952, the loss to be incurred would be about Rs. 8.08 crores. 
Te would be impossible for the State with its limited resources to 
bear this huge loss. One solution to this problem would have been 
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to increase substantially the issue price of the rice to bring down 
the incidence of the loss. Government did not want to put the 
people of the State to the extreme hardship that would follow from 
an enhancement of food prices. They have therefore decided 
in consultation with the Government of India to continue to 
issue rice at Rs, 17 per maund and for that purpose have made a 
provision of Rs, 2 crores in the next year’s budget towards sub- 
sidy. The Food Ministry has agreed to enable us to maintain this 
price level without additional commitment to the State, 


In paragraph 10 (4) of the Second Interim Report of the States 
Finances Enquiry Committee, it has been stated as follows 


“* With effect from the prescribed date, the Travancore-Cochin 
Union should, as a direct consequence of federal financial 
integration, be entitled to receive food subsidies at the en- 
hanced rate of 75 per cent of the loss on the sale of imported 
food grains as in the case of Provinces, These subsidies and 
all _grants-in-and other forms of fnancial and technical assi- 
stance from the Centre, whether in cash or kind, whether 
on revenue or capital account, and whether by way of loans 
or outright grants, should be payable to the Travancore-Cochin 
Union by the Government of India quite independently of 
the above scheme of transitional adjustments, that is, in 
addition to the amounts guaranteed under sub-para 2 above 
and computed on the same basis and principles applicable 
to Provinces ’’. , 


It is on this definite federal financial assurance and understanding 
that the integration agreement has been entered into. On 
account of the peculiar position which we occupy in the 
matter of food supplies and also under the agreement entered into 
with the Government of India, we are entitled to get assistance 
from them to enable us to provide rice at reasonable prices to 
the people of Travancore-Cochin. I take this opportunity to 
express the sincere gratitude of the Government and the people 
of the State to the Government of India and particularly to the 
Prime Minister, the Food Minister and the Finance Minister for 
enabling us to continue the present level of food prices in the 
State. It is a matter for satisfaction to me that the peculiar pro- 
blems with which we are faced in the matter of food have been 
fully understood and appreciated by the Food Minister of India. 


COIR INDUSTRY 


During the current year, a very grave situation developed in 
the coir industry in our State, On account of depression in this 
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industry, unemployment and distress prevailed in the areas where 
large sections of the people depend upon this industry. To alle- 
viate the distress of the workers and to provide them employment, 
Government started relief works in the taluks of Ambalapuzha 
and Shertallai, as well as in other coastal taluks. The Chief Minister 
started a relief fund and the appeal made by him for contributions 
to that fund had a fairly good response. For the various relief 
works, an amount of Rs. 5 lakhs was sect apart from Government 
funds, On anaverage, 1,700 persons are provided employment 
daily on these public works. In their anxicty to maintain the 
health of the school-children in the affected taluks and to relieve 
their distress, Government have started noon-day feeding. About 
Rs. 1,30,000 have already been spent for this purpose out of the 
Chief Minister’s relief fund. 


These are, however, only temporary measures and Government 
realise that permanent measures have to be taken for the resus- 
citation of the coir industry which sustains about five lakhs of our 
people. Discussions have taken place with the Governmnet of 
India on this matter, and they have agreed to constitute by law a 
Coir Board to look after the interests of this industry. On re- 
presentations made to the Government of India, coir and coir goods 
have been included in trade agreements with certain foreign countries 
like Italy, Finland, Norway, Austria, The Federal Republic of 
Germany, Burma and Hungary. The Government of India have 
requested all State Governments to see that coir and coir goods are 
used to the extent possible. They have also arranged with the 
Railway authorities to provide waggon facilities for the speedy 
movement of coir and coir goods, It is a matter for gratification 
that there has been a distinct improvement in the industry on 
account of the various steps taken by Government for the pur- 
pose. 


The organisation of the various phases in the coir industry on 
a co-operative basis has been included as an item in the Five-Year- 
Plan. Steps have already been taken to push forward the coir 
Co-operative Scheme. I hope that these several steps taken by 
Government will put the industry on a permanently secure basis. 


AID TO INDUSTRIES. 


Other industries in our State have been experiencing difficul- 
ties for want of working capital. During the last sessiow of the 
Legislature, the State Aid to Industries Act was passed by the House, 
ahd has been placed on the ‘Statute? - Book, - The. House will be- 
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called upon on a later day during this Session of _the Legislature 
to elect three members to the State Aid to Industries Board. An 
amount of Rs. 7 lakhs has been provided in the next year’s budget 
for giving loans on the recommendation of the Board to be set up 
under this statute. I can assure the House that if it is found that 
more funds are needed, Government will take steps to provide 


them. 


Even the machinery of the State Aid to Industries Act may 
not be sufficient to give substantial help to the industries in our 
State. It has therefore been decided to constitute an Industrial 
Finance Corporation for the State with a capital of one crore of 
rupees. Government will subscribe so per cent. of this capital. 
It is expected that the Reserve Bank will provide 10 per cent of 
the capital and the balance will be collected from the public. 
Necessary steps for the constitution of the Industrial Finance 
Corporation are being taken and will be shortly finalised. : 


NEW RAILWAY LINK 


We have been requesting the Central Government for the 
last several years for a rail link to connect Ernakulam with Quilon. 
I am glad that the sustained efforts of this Government have at last 
succeeded and the Prime Minister has formally inaugurated the work 
on the railway in December 1952, The people of the State ought 
to be thankful to the Prime Minister and the Railway Minister for 
sanctioning this railway. The starting of works on ‘this Railway 
is expected to provide employment for a large number of our people. 
It will not only connect the northern parts of our State with the 
southern parts, but also activise industries and commerce. _ 


I should however think that the employment question in our 
State has to be solved by resorting more actively to industrialisation. 
The area of Travancore-Cochin including its backwaters and forests 
is 9,140 sq. miles and this area has to support a population which 
according to the latest Census is 92.65 lakhs, This heavy density 
of population in Travancore-Cochin and the Jarge scale unemploy- 
ment resulting therefrom, both among the educated and uneducated, 
is a matter which should engage the attention’ of the Planning 
Commission of India. : : 


FIVE YEAR PLAN 


I must now make a reference to certain features of the First 
Five Year Plan as it relates to our State. Along with the usual 
budget documents the hon. Meinbers are being supplied this 
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year with a copy of the State Development Budget, to enable them . 
to appreciate the progress achieved in the implementation of the 
schemes included in our First Five Year Plan. According to the 
plan a target of Rs. 27.32 crores has been fixed for this State, which 
is distributed as follows :— 


I. Major Irrigation and Power Projects Rs. 15.13 crores, 
Il. Agricultural & Rural Development 6.31 » 
I. Social Services 2.61 » 
IV. Transport 2.22 » 
Vv. Industry 10s, 

Total 27.32 » 


It may be seen that. the Plan gives priority and importance to major 
irrigation projects. They are (1) the Peechi Scheme, (2) the 
Chalakudy Scheme, (3) the Wadakkancherry (Vazhani) Scheme, 
(4) the Kuttanad (Development Vembanad) Scheme, (5) _ the 
Neyyar Scheme, and (6) the Perinchani Scheme. Of these 
the Peechi, the Chalakudy, the Vazhani and the Perinchani Schemes 
were already under execution at the time of preparation of the 
Five Year Plan. The two new schemes included in the Plan are 
the Vembanad Scheme and the Neyyar Scheme. 


I shall now proceed to give a brief account of the progress 
made in respect of each of the above schemes. 


(i) Peechi. The work on the dam and the channels is in 
good progress. More than s00 units of concrete work out of an 
estimated quantity of 640 and 14,000 units of masonry work out 
of an estimated quantity of 24,000 for the dam proper have been 
completed. There are four major aqueducts out of which three 
have already been constructed. A good portion of the canal work 
has also been completed. The right bank channel was opened by 
our Chief Minister on the 22nd February 1953. The expendi- 
ture incurred on this scheme up to the end of November 1951 
is Rs. 104,15 lakhs. 


(ii) Chalakudy. The construction of the weir has been com- 
pleted and the formal opening conducted. Construction of the 
right bank channel for the full length of 23 miles is over and the 
cross drainage works are in progress. Excavation. of six miles o 
left bank channel has been taken up. Of the 100 miles of branck 
channels, about half the length is nearing completion. The expen 
ditdre incurred on this scheme up to the end of November 1952 
is Rs. 51.63 lakhs, , 
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(iii) Vozhani. Preliminary works of constructing the ap- 
roach road, buildings, extension of electrical line, etc., have been 
completed, About 1,800 units of earth work excavation is over, 
and further excavation for laying the cut off trench is in pro- 
gress. The expenditure incurred in this scheme upto the end of 
November 1952 is Rs, 22.08 lakhs. 


(iv) Vembanad. The scheme consists of three main items. 
One is the’ Alleppey-Changanacherry bund cum canal. Nearly 
eight miles of embankment have been completed including the 
scheme for colonisation on both sides. Bridge works and culverts 
on the bund have been started both at Changanacherry and. Alleppey. 
The second item is the construction of a spillway at Thottapally 
which is also in good progress. The pile driving for the foundation 
and the construction of the foundation proper have been partly 
finished. Orders have been placed for the regulator shutters with 
a German firm. The third item is the Thannirmukkom barrier, 
work on which will be taken up after the construction of the 
spillway and regulator makes some more progress. The expendi- 
ture incurred on this scheme upto the end of November 1952 is 
Rs. 39.27 lakhs, 


(v) Neyyar. Quarters for the staff have been completed. 
Excavation for the foundation of the dam has been started and rock 
exposed on the right flank. Arrangements have been made to 
start masonry construction on the exposed rock for the body of 
the dam. Construction of the right bank canal has also been started 
and earth work for three miles has been completed. The expen- — 
diture incurred on the scheme upto the end of November 1952 
is Rs. 11.65 lakhs, 

(vi) Perinchani. The Pezsinchani Scheme, otherwise known 
as the Kodayar Extension Project, comprises two works, viz., 
(x) the dam at Perinchani with the right and left’ bank channels 
and (2) the pick-up weir at Thripparappu. The work of the dam 
and the weir has been completed. Excavation of channels from 
the pick-up weir at Thripparappu is in _ progress. Nearly 7 
miles of the left bank canal and*3 1/2 miles of the right bank canal 
have -been cut open and put under service. The expenditure in- 
curred on this scheme till the end of November 1952 is Rs.60.65 
lakhs. 

These six major irrigation projects are intended to benefit 
agriculture and enhance our food production. Other minor 
schemes for the advancement of agriculture are also included in 
the Five-Year-Plan, Under Land Development and Reclamation, 
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it is proposed to reclaim 50,000 acres of Kari (acid) lands in the low. 
lying areas of the State. These lands occur mainly in the Ambala- 
puzha, Karthikappally, Vaikom and Cochin-Kanayannur — Taluks 
and also in the Trichur Kole area. The lands will be enclosed 
with ring bunds to prevent the ingress of salt water, and the soil 
will be treated with calcium carbonate. An area of 6,000 acres 
at Thottappally has already been bunded at Government cost, 
Calcium Carbonate was supplied at a concessional rate of Rs, 5 
per ton. The target aimed at by the scheme of Kari land recla- 
mation is an additional production of 14,500 tons of paddy. 


(vii) An amount of Rs. 49,68,070 has been spent in the years 
rggo-gr and rgst-52 under minor irrigation for tanks, wells, 
channels, etc. It is expected that so per cent of this amount will 
be received as contribution from the Centre, 


MANURES AND FERTILISERS 


Groundnut cake and bonemeal are not produced in the State. 
They are to be imported from other States in India. Their cost 
too is very high. To enable cultivators to purchase and utilise 
these manures Government are subsidising their. sale. Manuring 
with phosphates has not become popular and hence Government 
are subsidising the sale of superphosphates too. These manures 
are purchased and stocked by Government and they are sold to the 
ryots through about 400 depots. The rate of subsidy now given 
is 25 per cent of the cost of the manures. A sum of Rs. roo 
Jakhs is provided as subsidy and contingent expenditure on the dis- 
tribution of these manures during the five years of the plan. The 
additional yield expected from this scheme is estimated as 30,000 
tons of food grains per year. The expenditure estimated under 
the scheme for compost manure is Rs. 18 lakhs for the period of 
the Plan. Vigorous efforts are being made by the Agricultural 
Department to encourage the cultivation of green manure trees like 
Glyricidia Maculata and the growing of green manure crops like 
Daincha and Sun Hemp. A schemé for the subsidised distribution 
of green manure seeds is undertaken and seeds of Daincha are sold 
at subsidised rates. The expenditure estimated under this scheme 
is Rs, 3 lakhs for a period of five years. 


SEED SCHEME 


Very large areas have been already covered ‘by improved seeds. 

The target aimed at is to cover at least half the paddy cultivated 

area with improved seeds by the end of the Five Year Plan. . The 
_expenditure estimated for this is Rs, 8 1/2 lakhs for five years.

As I have stated, the major emphasis in our Plan is on agri- 
culture and food production. There has been some criticism 
that emphasis ought to have been on industries and not on agri- 
culture. Earlier in my speech I referred to the huge food deficit 
of our State and the large amounts of money spent every year by 
the Government for subsidising food. Unless steps are taken to 
stop this drain on our resources, it is difficult in the years to come 
to make any substantial progress. It has therefore become n&ces- 
sary to give agriculture priority so that our dependence for food 
on foreign countries may cease, and the drain on our resources 
to supply food at reasonable prices to the people is put an end to. 
It is also to be noted that the Plan now under execution is the 
First Five Year Plan. It may be assumed that the present Plan will 
be followed by a Second Five Year Plan. Even in the present Plan, 
there is a provision of Rs. 10.35 crores on Power Projects. The 
Pallivasal _Hydro-Electric Project Second Stage, the Sengulam 
Hydro-Electric Project and the Poringalkuthu Hydro-Electric- 
Project are the. Power Projects included in the Five Year Plan. 
With the completion of the Plan, the installed generating capacity 
will be raised to 109,500 kilowatts, and all the towns and nearly 
goo villages will enjoy the benefits of electricity. The number 
of consumers is expected to be trebled during the Five Year period. 


Investigation of other Projects to be included in the next Five 
Year plan has been ordered. Our objective is to produce the 
maximum quantity of electricity from all available sources and thereby 
pave the way for further industrialisation of the State. 


I hope that all sections of the people will attach the utmost 
importance to this scheme for planned development of the country 
and contribute their mite to the success of the Five Year Plan. 


FINANCE COMMISSION 


I wish now to refer to the provisions of the federal financial 
integration agreement and the recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mission as they affect us. According to the agreement this State 
is entitled to a revenue gap grant of Rs, 280 lakhs for five years from 
1950-51 and thereafter, under a tapering arrangement, the grant is 
reduced to Rs, 222.57 lakhs in the tenth year. It should be under- 
stood that the grant under the agreement is in lieu of the share of the 
divisible revenues of the Government of India which the Part A States 
are getting. At the time of federal financial integration, the amount 
due to Part B States under this head had not been fixed. The fmance 
Commission has recommended that this Government are to receive 
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2.5 per cent of the divisible pool of income-tax and 2.68 per cent of 
the divisible pool of Union duties of excise on certain specified com. 
modities, viz., tobacco, matches and vegetable products. It is how. 
ever provided in the federal financial integration agreement, and it 
has been reiterated in the report of the Finance Commission that 
shoifld the amount provided under the agreement in any of the ten 
years during which the agreement is to be in force be larger than our 
share of the divisible pool, then it is the amount under the agreement 
that we should get. I understand that the amounts fixed under the 
agreement will be larger than the share of the divisible pool fixed 
by the Finance Commission for the next few years. But if in any 
year the share of the divisible poo] happens to go above the amount 
provided under the agreement, we have the right to claim this 
higher amount, 


The Finance Commission has also recommended that for a period 
of five years an annual grant of Rs, 45 lakhs should be given to the 
state by way of grant-in-aid under Article 275 (1) of the Constitution. 
This amount is receivable from the current financial year, and accord. 
ingly credit has been taken for it in the revised budget for 1952-53, 


I must state at this stage that the recommendations of the Finance 
Commission have not completely taken into account the needs and 
rights of the Travancore-Cochin State in the matter of grants and allo- 
cations of revenues from the Government of India, I shall be failing 
in my duty if I do not state that the recommendations have caused 
some disappointment to us. We had a right to be given some 
assistance for the loss of land customs which resulted on federal 
fmancial integration. The Travancore Government used to collect 
an amount of about Rs. 100 lakhs per year by way of land customs. 
There was no system of land customs in Cochin. The merger of 
the States of Travancore and Cochin was unique in that a State 
with land customs had to be politically merged with a State with. 
out land customs. In the case of other Indian States, the Indian 
States Finances Enquiry Committee recommended that for a peroid of 
five years they may be allowed to retain Jand customs. A similar 
recommendation could not be made with respect to the State of 
Travancore-Cochin on account of the tact that Cochin had no land 
customs. It was impossible to retain land customs between the 
borders of Travancore and Cochin after the merger of the two States. 
The Ministry of States originally advised this Government to move 
the customs barriers to the borders of Cochin. That experiment 
was tried for a few weeks. On objection taken by the Central 
Board of Revenue, the collection had to be dropped altogether, 
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a these circumstances it would have been fair if a grant had been 
‘yen to this State, at least for a limited period, by way of compen. 
sation for the loss of the revenue above mentioned. 


During the discussions the representatives of this State had with 
the Members of the Indian States Finances Enquiry Committee, they 
had taken up the question of ‘merger finance’ with them. Reference 
ig made to this subject in para ro (5) of the Second Interim Report 
ofthe Committee, wherein they say :— : 


“Furthermore, the above scheme should not prejudice in 
any way the rights of the Travancore-Cochin Union to sub- 
mit independently a case for financial assistance under Arti- 
cle 255 of the Draft Constitution (Article 275 of the Con- 
stitution) especially with reference to the initial difficulties 
arising out of the merger of the two States as distinct from 
those arising out of the integration of federal finances of 
the new Union with those of the Government of India. (It 
may be mentioned here that we have expressly excluded 
from our purview all such problems of ‘merger finance’’.) 


I feel that a grant should have been given to our State on this account 
also, 


Under Article 273 of the Constitution it is provided that in lieu 
of the assignment of any share of the net proceeds in each year of the 
export duty on jute and jute products, grant-in-aid charged on the 
Consolidated Fund of India shall be payable to the States of Assam, 
Bihar, Orissa and West Bengal. At the Round Table Conference it 
was contended on behalf of these States that a portion at least of the 
export duty on jute should be made available to their revenues. It 
was accordingly provided in the Government of India Act, 1935, 
Section 140° (2), that “‘one half of such greater proportion as His 
Majesty in Council may determine of the net proceeds in each year 
of any export duty on jute or jute products, shall not form part of the 
revenues of the Federation, but shall be assigned to the Provinces of 
Federated States in which jute is grown, in proportion to the respec- 
tive amounts of jute grown therein.’’ It is this provision which has 
been re-enacted with some modification in Article 273 of the Consti- 
tution, the modification made being, that the share assignable to these 
States shall be such ag may be prescribed. The Finance Commission 
in its report has recommended the shares due to these States. Tra- 
vancore and Cochin also had sent delegates to the Round’ Table 
‘Conference, but at that time it was not necessary for these States to 
put forward a similar claim for export duty on such articles like 
pepper, ginger,cardamom, rubber, tea, etc., because Travancore 
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even at that time was entitled to those revenues. The political deve. 
lopments which took place in India during the years immediately 
preceding the enactment of the Constitution were then not even 
dreanit of. After the integration of Travancore-Cochin, with the 
Indian Union, we have a right to get a share of the export duty on 
articles which are produced mainly in Travancore-Cochin. In not 
placing Travancore-Cochin on a par with the States mentioned in 
Article 273 of the Constitution with respect to the export duties on 
pepper, etc., this State has a reasonable right to complain that justice 
has not been done to it. It is hoped that the Government of India will 
bear these matters in mind in fixing the grants to this State in future, 


TAXATION 


’ It is not proposed to raise the level of taxation or to introduce 
any fresh taxation during the coming year. However, in view of the 
heavy outlay incurred on irrigation project works, | have considered 
it just and proper that a levy should be imposed on lands which have 
benefited by these projects and have thereby appreciated in value, 
It is proposed to introduce legislation on this subject as early as 
possible in 1953-54. Credit for a betterment levy of Rs. 6 lakhs is 
accordingly taken in the budget for 1953-54 under “XVIII—Irrigation’ 
as a token receipt. 


ACCOUNTS FOR 1951-52 


For the year 1951-52 we had budgeted for a revenue of 
Rs. 1,487.22 lakhs and expenditure on revenue account of 
Rs. 1,491.33 lakhs, leaving a net deficit of Rs. 4.11 lakhs. _As per 
the revised estimate the revenue was fixed at Rs. 1,705.10 lakhs and 
the expenditure at Rs. 1,555.41 lakhs, resulting in a net revenue 
surplus of Rs, 149.69 lakhs. The actuals for the year, however, 
show that the receipts went upto Rs. 1,790.64 lakhs, the 
peak figure so far achieved, and that the expenditure stood at 
Rs. 1,362.85 lakhs, resulting in a net surplus of Rs.427.79 lakhs. 
This variation was mainly due to the receipt of arrears of revenue for 
1948-49 and 1949-50 from the Government of India, not foreseen at 
the time of preparing the revised estimates, and other favourable 
factors. ; 

" Leaving aside a sum of about Rs. 4 crores of expenditure adjusted 
from Debt Head to Capital, the outlay on Capital schemes outside the 
Revenue Account amounted to Rs. 169.15 lakhs. a 

The year which opened with a cash balance of Rs. 513.72 lakhs 
closed with a cash balance of Rs. 312.28 lakhs, 
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The total revenue for the current year is now estimated at 

Rs. 1,673.01 lakhs against the original anticipation of Rs. 1,630.72 

lakhs and the total expenditure on revenue account at Rs. 1,683 

lakhs against the original estmate of Rs. 1,626.14 lakhs. The 

estimated revenue surplus of Rs. 4.58 lakhs is thus expected to be 
converted into a revenue deficit of Rs. 9.99 lakhs. 


.' The increase in revenue is mainly due to the grant-in-aid of 
revenue under Article 275 (1) of the Constitution, to the extent of 
Rs. 45 lakhs, expected from the Central Government this year. On 
the expenditure side, the higher amount is mainly due to greater loss 
anticipated under Food subsidy than originally budgeted for, owing 
to increase in the transport charges of food-grains allotted from North 
Indian States and rise in the price of imported food-grains. 


On the Capital side, the budget for 1952-53 provided for an 
expenditure of Rs. 504.39 lakhs, against which the revised estimate 
is only Rs. 432.20 lakhs. The reduction is mainly under Capital 
outlay on Industrial Development. 


The current year is expected to close with a cash balance of 
Rs, 347.89 lakhs. 


BUDGET ESTIMATES—19 53-54 


Revenue. For the year 1953-54, a revenue estimate of 

Rs, 1,713.87,lakhs is made, which is Rs.40.86 lakhs above the revised 
estimate of revenue for the current year. The increase is mainly 
due to higher receipts expected from electricity schemes, grants from 
the Government of India for Community Development Projects and 
Industrial Housing, the transfer of a sum of Rs, 38.71 lakhs from Debt 
Heads to Revenue and the grant-in-aid of Rs. 45 lakhs from the 
‘Government of India under Article 275 (1) of the Constitution. . The 
higher receipts are however offset by reduced receipts under Excise 
and Sales Tax. Owing to reduced rentals obtained in the Abkari 
-auctions, only Rs. 240 lakhs is estimated as Excise Revenue for the 
next year against the revised estimate of Re, 260 laklis under that head 
this year, The receipts under Sales Tax are also estimated at Rs. 15 
lakhs below the revised estimate figure. 


Expenditure. To enable Government to maintain the present level 
of administration and to meet unavoidable current needs, it has become 
hecessary to provide for increased expenditure under several items in 
the budget of the coming year. While the revised estimates anticipate

the total revenue expenditure at Rs. 1,683 lakhs, the budget estimates 
provide for.an expenditure of Rs. 1,727.94 lakhs. The increase in 
expenditure is mainly due to a provision of Rs. 45 lakhs under. Com. 
munity Development Projects. Increased provisions have also been 
made to the extent of Rs. 24.36 lakhs under Medical, Rs. 23.3 3lakhs 
under Civil Works, Rs. 14.47 lakhs under Agriculture, Rs. 12.79 
lakhs under Police, Rs. 9.09 lakhs under Irrigation and Rs. 6.76 
lakhs under Miscellaneous Departments, which are offset by reduced 
provisions under Appropriation for Reduction or Avoidance of Debt 
and higher interest yield from the invéstments on Government Com- 
mercial concerns which are taken in reduction of charges. 


I shall now proceed to make a brief review of some of the import- 
ant items in the next year’s budget — proposalswhich call for special 
comment, 


(i) Medical. At present there are 236 medical institutions 
2 well-equipped T’. B. Hospitals, and 2 Hospitals for Mental Diseases 
in the State. There is insistent demand for more hospitals and dis- 
pensaries from the public, but owing to limited financial resources 
and paucity of trained staff, progress on these lines has been necessarily 
slow. However, it is proposed to open a Medical College Hospitd 
and at least 10 new dispensaries in the coming year. 


The question of providing better equipments, beds, etc., in all 
the hospitals and dispensaries of the State has also been engaging the 
attention of Government for the past few years. In accordance 
with the policy to spread the expenditure over a convenient 
period sufficient allotments in the budget for 1953-54 have also been 
provided for this purpose. 


The construction of the Medical College Buildings and the 
Hostel attached thereto has been completed and the construction. of 
a General Hospital at Oolloor is expected to be over early next year. 
The construction of a new building for the College of Indigenous 
Medicines is also in full swing. 


. (ii) Public Health. Since the year 1948, Government have 
taken very active steps to implement the recommendation of the 
World Health Organisation towards eradicating malaria and T.B. 
The pilot scheme for the control of filariasis in the coastal taluks is 
being pushed through. Sufficient attention has also. been paid to 
maternity and child welfare work in the State. In addition to the 
204 midwifery centres which exist at present, it is proposed to 
open at least 26 more centres next year. 


LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS 875 
ADVANCEMENT OF BACKWARD COMMUNITIES 


The advancement of Backward Communities and Scheduled 
Castes is being given the highest priority by this Government. There 
isa separate Department for the advancement of backward com. 
munities. The activities of this Department come under the follow- 
ing heads :— : 

(i) Assignment of land ; 
(ii) Establishment of colonies, house sites, common build- 
ings and prayer halls ; 
(iii) Sinking of wells and construction of pathways ; 
(iv) Free medical aid, starting of pial schools and tailoring 
schools ; . : 
(vy Awarding grants to institutions and organisations working 
for the benefit of backward coinmunities ; 
(vi) Provision of street lighting ; 
(vit) Organisation of Co-operative Societies among backward 
communities ; 
(viii) Collective farming and rural re-construction ; and 


(ix) Educational assistance. 


Under educational assistance, the scheduled caste pupils in the 
middle schools are being given grants for purchase of school requisites 
and clothes at the rate of Rs. 25 per pupil, while those in the high 
school classes get Rs. 40 each. Nearly 12,000 students are being 
benefited by this scheme and an expenditure of Rs. 3 lakhs is expected 
to be incurred on this account during the current financial year. For 
the next year also, a similar arnount has been provided for the purpose. 
Three hundred and eighty-five students belonging to scheduled 
castes and scheduled tribes, 456 students belonging to other backward 
communities and 136 students belonging to the category of ‘Christian 
converts’ are undergoing education in the various colleges in the 
State. The students belonging to the scheduled castes and tribes are 
exempted from payment of all kinds of fees due to the colleges and the 
Usiversity. They are given in addition annual lump sum grants at the 
beginning of the academic year ranging from Rs: so to Rs. 7o for 
purchase of books and clothes. Monthly stipends ranging from 
Rs, 45 w Rs. 50 to meet their boarding and lodging expenses are also 
paid ta such students. To give encouragement to young members 
of the scheduled castes in technical and industrial establishments, the 
Department has during the past three years been extending facilities 
for their education in technological, industrial and commercial 
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schools, In pursuance of this policy, 169 students are undergoing 
instruction in various institutions. Five scheduled caste students 
are admitted every year in the Medical College. Seats in the Engineer- 
ing College also are reserved for students belonging to the scheduled 
caste communities from the next academic year. 


The total expenditure during the current financial year on atcount 
of the collegiate and technical education of the backward! 
communities up to December 1952 comes to Rs. 2,50,;000. Forty- 
eight pial schools are conducted by the Department for the backward 
community pupils and they are found very useful for the spread of 
literacy among them. : 


1 wish to make a general reference to the enormous strides 
which are being made in developmental activities by the Government 
in recent years. A statement is given in Appendix V to the Budget ° 
Memorandum, from which it will be seen that there has been a 
phenomenal rise in developmental expenditure during the last few 
years. In the year 1948-49, the amount spent for nation-building 
_ activities was Rs. 846,46 lakhs. This has gone up in the year rosi-52 
to Rs. 1,229.42 lakhs, i.e, by about so per cent. In the: sphere 
of education our State stands foremost in India. Out of the 
children in the age-group of 6 to 11 in the State, 98.8 per cent are 
“ actually attending schools. From Rs. 237.89 lakhs in 1948-49, the 
expenditure on education has progressively increased to Rs.38x.08 
lakhs in 1953-54, which is more than 22 per cent of the total revenues 
of the State. Rapid advancement has been made in the outlay on 
electricity schemes also. In 1948-49, the outlay was only Rs. 180.05 
lakhs, which rose to about Rs. 210 lakhs in 1949-50 and rgsgo-51 and 
is expected to stand at Rs. 288.43 lakhs in 1952-53. Government 
have increased the allotment for Civil Works from Rs. 172.76 lakhs 
in 1948-49 to Rs. 245.40 lakhs in 1952-53. For the year 1963-54, 
Rs, 301.63 lakhs is proposed. . 


CAPITAL 


Provision has been made for a capital expenditure of Rs. 528.71. 
lakhs during the next year, of which Rs. 277.69 lakhs is proposed to . 
be spent on Electricity schemes, with a view to ensure unfailing supply 
of energy for domestic and industrial purposes. A sum.of Rs.99,00 
lakhs has been set apart for encouraging private industrial enterprise 

in the State by Government participation, and. of: the 

3 P.M. above, Rs. so lakhs is for investment.on shares ‘in the 

proposed State Finance Corporation. A sum. of. 

Rs. 49.79 lakhs is also earimarked for implementing the irrigation 
schemes in progress. . 


LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS sit 


DEBT POSITION 


The transactions under Debt Heads during the coming year are 
expected to bring in a net addition of Rs. 377.86 lakhs to the closing 
cash balance of the current year. This addition is expected to be 
partly contributed by loans from the Central Government towards 
the implementation of the Five Year Plan, Community Development 
Projects and the Industrial Housing Scheme. 


A statement of the assets and liabilities of the State is subjoined 
«3 Appendix I to the Budget Memorandum. It may be seen therefrom 
that at the end of the current year our total liabilities will stand at 
Rs. 3,551-13 lakhs against assets aggregating Rs. 4,531.99 lakhs. 


Our public debt stands at present at an amount of Rs. ¢50.40 
lakhs, of which Rs. 132 lakhs representing specific debts incurred by 
the’ State Government for purposes of a ‘‘federal’’ nature, is repayable 
by the Central Government, leaving a net debt of Rs. 418.40 lakhs 
only to be paid by this Government, For the repayment of this 
amount, sinking fund investments to the extent of Rs. 194.81 Jakhs 
haye already been made. We have also in hand short term deposits 
in Banks to the extent of Rs. 66.00 lakhs, not to speak of surplus 
cash balance investments in gilt Hedged securities of the order of 
Rs. 578.17 lakhs. Hence our debt position can be considered to be 


satisfactory. 


WAYS AND MEANS POSITION 


The next financial year is expected to commence with an opening 
cash balance of Rs. 347.89 lakhs. After meeting a revenue deficit 
of Rs, 14.07 lakhs and capital charges amounting to Rs. 528.71 lalchs, 
it is expected to end with a closing balance of Rs. 182.97 lakhs, which 
is considered to be sufficient. 


Sir, | now proceed to conclude my speech. I hope it will be 
realised from what I have mentioned already that the Government 
are trying to direct their activities with the ideal of a Welfare State 
in view. The success of Government depends to a very large extent 
on the existence of contented and efficient public serivce. The in- 
tegration of the Services belonging to Travancore and Cochin is an 
important problem and the utmost priority is being given to the 
question by the Government. The problems of each Department 
are intimately studied and integration is effected with a view to mete 
out justice to the pérsonnel belonging to both the Services, Already 
integration orders have been issued with respect to several 
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Departments. Government believe that these orders have given 
satisfaction to the personnel concerned. I can assure the House, 
Sir, that integration orders with respect to the remaining Depart- 
ments also will issue shortly. 


The problems of the non-Gazetted officers of the State are always 
engaging the sympathetic attention of the Government. During the 
current year, several orders have been issued for the benefit of the 
members of the non-Gazetted staff. I shall mention only some of 
them. It has been ordered that persons having five years or more of 
service are eligible for study leave so that they may better their 
official prospects. Eligibility to dearness allowance during leave 
irrespective of the period of the leave has also been sanctioned. 
Persons belonging to the work establishment staff of the Electricity 
Department, more than 500 in number , have been taken over to the 
regular establishment. Free medical aid in the Government Hospitals 
to non-Gazetted Cfficers and their family members has also been 
ordered recently. I wish to announce that from the beginning of the 
next educational year the children of non-Gazetted officers will be 
given free education in the middle school classes. Fees for their 
children in the High School classes will be reduced by half. Orders 
have been issued to give priority to retrenched personnel belonging 
to the various Departments in the matter of appointments in State 
Service. Early next year Government propose to appoint a special 
officer to take up the question of confirmation of officiating hands. 
This has been a long-standing question. A number of houses have 
already been built in Trivandrum for the housing of non-Gazetted 
officers, and more are proposed to be put up. The question of 
absorption of dearness allowance in salary has been the subject-matter 
of enquiry by. a Committee. set up by the Government of India. 
Orders on their report have not been issued. However, with a view 
to better the position of the officers here, it is proposed to absorb one- 
tenth of the dearness allowance in the salary immediately, subject to a 
minimum of Rs. 5. These, I hope, will be taken as a token of the 
solicitude which the Government are having towards the condition 
of the non-Gazetted Officers. 


Let me Sir, now conclude my statement. I place the budget 
of the State of Travancore-Cochin for the consideration of the House. 
I hope to benefit by constructive and helpful suggestions that may be 
given to Government by the hon. Members.

_. GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE BUDGET FOR 1953-54. 


Mr. Speaker : Now, we will begin the General Discussion 
‘of the budget. May I call upon the Deputy Speaker to start. the 
discussion? ; 
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Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Mr. Speaker, the Finance 
. Minister has stated in the concluding part of his speech that a Welfare 
State is. the ideal which the Government have placed before them 
and that. the Government’s activities are directed towards that* 
Ido not know, Sir, what exactly the Finance Minister means by 
or what according to him would be the definition of a welfare State, 
I take it that it is a State where there is social, economic and political 
justice meted out to one and all alike. If that is so, that is the same 
thing that we find under the Constitution; so that, so far as this point 
is concerned, there is no point of variance between the Minister 
and myself. I agree so far,. But when the Minister’ states that 
all. the activities are directed towards this ideal, I believe it is too. 
tall a talk for me to take it as such. Now, Sir, the activities whether 
of an individual or of a State, are primarily directed towards the . 
realisation of a certain objective. Now,, for the purpose of my 
argument, I would say, that is from the point of view of the State, 
that-that objective is the laying down,of a well co-ordinated policy; 
and so far as the present activities as embodied in the Budget ‘are ~ 


concerned, we may call them as programmes towards the consum- 
mation of this end, 


v 
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Now, Sir, I have scanned the speech of the Finance Minister 
to see whether this Government has got any co-ordinated policy 
or well-planned policy and then a well-defined programme also 
for the consummation of this policy. I regret to say that so far as 
the Budget speech is concerned, there is nothing to suggest that. 
Probably, I take it that the Minister might refer me to the Five 
Year Plan, a copy of which has been distributed amongst us. If 

_that is so, that again would according to me, be too tall a reference. 

"Sir, for instance, at page 48 of the Planning Commission’s Report, 
there is this significant passage which I would like to read to the’ 
hon. Members of the House:— 


‘*The future of land ownership and cultivation is 
perhaps the most fundamental issue of national develop- 
‘ment, The pattern of economic and social organisation 
will depend upon the manner in which the land problem 
is resolved.’” 


“Te ig necessary, on the one hand, to achieve agri- 
cultural targets in the Five Year Plan and on the other, 
the land policy should be such as will reduce disparities 
in wealth and income, eliminate exploitation, provide 
security for tenant and worker, and finally, promise 
equality of status and opportunity to. different sections 
of rural population. The achievement of these aims is . 
an essential. part of the purpose of the Five Year 
Plan.’ 


It is also stated in the course of this report shat subject to local 
variations, it is the duty of every state to bring necessary legis- 
lation for this purpose. So far as this most important question 
of land policy is concerned, I do not find.in any way the budget 
has been integrated. Probably the Minister had in view only 
one section of the land policy; that is the production aspect of it. 
Presumably on that assumption, he has referred to the various 
facilities which this Government have an-idea to bring into existence— 
‘such as various irrigations schemes, improved seeds and subsidis- : 

ation of manure. Even from this point of view, it is my submis- 
sion that it is not so much the want of these facilities that give the 
maximum headache to the farmer or cause the biggest problem 
to the State, as the presence of what I may call the rural credit or 
purchasing power of the farmer. Assuming that there is plenty 
of water for irrigation, assuming that there. is improved seed at the 
disposal of the farmer and. assuming that there is manure, where 
is the purchasing capacity of the farmer? Where is the money for it 
in times of heed? The pivot point would be the extension of the 
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rural credit. 1 would like to know what Provision has been made 
in the budget so far as extension of rural credit is concerned.. What 
agency has been set up for the advancement of this rural credit? 
So far as this agency in other countries is concerned, it is thé co-opera- 
tive movement. As I once submitted in this House, the co-opera- 
tive movement here functions more for performing the funeral 
obsequies of the societies than giving them any fillip, 


If it is true with regard to agriculture, that the inquality bet. 
ween one farmer and other is not removed, that the carning power 
of the farmer is not improved in any way which the Planning Com- 
mission says ‘is the most important phase in the national develop- 
ment, what is it that this State Government propose to do or has done? 
The fact that there are irrigation facilities, the fact that there’ is sub- 
sidisation of manure or the fact that there is improved seed supply, 
according to me, only touches the fringe of the problem. The. 
crux of the problem is the land policy about which there was so’ 
much talk but no action. If this is true so far as agriculture-is con- 
cerned, the other important problem, that is, unemployment, 
presents a sadder story. Evidently this Government is going to 
follow the policy of the Planning Commission, but in a .country 
where agriculture is. the primary concern of the major portion of 
the population, to develop it still further at the expense of industry 
is likely to attract criticism at the hands of critics. In the Planning 
Commission’s Report we find that only 8 per cent of the total out-. 
lay is allotted for industry.. When it is distributed to the various 
States, what do we find? It comes to only something like one 
_ percent or so. Even with regard to this have you got any statistics 
“ regarding the availability of the raw material, the possibility." of 
large scale industry, scope for smal] scale industry etc., in order 
to ascertain which is best for us both to improve the standard of life, 
and ‘to solve: unemployment? As far as I know, Japan and China are 
_ the two important countries which have attempted to solve these 

problems by developing cottage industries. But, what is the pro- 
vision made for cottage industries here? Probably this Government - 
‘ig expecting the grant likely- to be got from the Central Govern- | 
ment. But that does not solve the problem without again a .well- 
planned: policy. Industrial development is the only solution for 
unemployment.. A well-thought-out. policy is absolutely necessary. 

' Regarding other aspects of national developraent and absence of 
policy, I do not propose to take up the time of the House, as others 
after me belonging to my party will take them up and deal. . 


Once again I'desire to’ comment upon another passage: of the 
hon, Minister. He says that the success of Government depends . 
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to a very large extent on the existence of a contented and efficient 
public service. [| would add one more, i. e. public co-operation. 
Regarding the Public Service, even a casual observer will note that 
there is split between the so-called Cochin service section and the 
Travancore section. Each section views the other with distrust, 
suspicion and ijl-feeling. Each thinks the other responsible for 
all the miseries. I am only stating a bare fact, that is, on the light 
of this fact, you carinot get their best efforts. If it is true in general 
of the State Public Service, it is more apparent particularly among 
the rank and file of the entire population. These subordinates 
-are getting only a pittance as salary which is not sufficient to make 
both ends meet. It is true the Minister has given certain amenities 
in terms of the dearness allowance. He has also constructed a number " 
of buildings for them in Trivandrum but Trivandrum is not the last 
- place in the geography of .Travancore-Cochin. These are good 
to the extent to which they go. But they do not go far. If you 
want to go far you have to tackle his basic salary with which 
he has to support his family consisting of four or five members. 
That alone would ensure contentment. I say, therefore, those 
touch only the-fringe of the problem and not the kernel. 


Now, what about the public co-opération? So far as the 
territory of Travancore-Cochin which stretches from Shoranoor to 
Cape Comorin is concerned, it can be divided into three distinct . 
areas: Cochin’ area, Central Travancore and Tamil Nad area. The 
Tamilnad area has organised itself with one avowed object in view, 
that is, separation from this State and merger in Madras. Their pros- 

" perity is the prosperity of Tamilnad and not of this State. That is 
the centre’ and circumfetence of their activities. 

Of Cochin area, it has to be said an unwanted alliance: bas beer 
’ forced upon them without ascertaining their wishes and in conse- 

: quence there is a strained feeling among them. - That is aggravated by 
the behaviour of the Government. I heard Mr. Velayudhan Nair 
the other day observing that Cochin people think that. everything 
good belonging to Cochin has been taken over . to. Travan-- 
“core. That’is a fact. Iam not concerned now with the why and 
wherefore of that feeling. As a fact the feeling is there. And to 
-what extent? To the extent of having. brought into existence an 
organisation known as the Cochin Party for separation if necessary. 
You might take solace in the fact that that Party got routed in the last | 
General Election. But Mr. Ayyappan is here in the House to remind 
you of the existence-of that party still. It may be only a smouldering © 
fire now, but may flare up into a conflagaration, ” ” 7 


a 
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I heard Mr. Panampilli Govinda Menon saying that the Gov- 
ernment are in the habit of reading the writings on the wall. But 
T would like the hon. Minister’ to read, before the writing is 
‘completed; because when once it is written, neither your piety nor 
wit could efface haifa line, ; 


Now, ‘Sir, take Central Travancore, The people there feel 
that you have literally sold your soul for a mess of pattage by this 
alliance with the Tamilnad Congress. . 


Thus the entire picture that we get on public co-operation is 
very very disappointing. If I had power like Mr. Sankar to draw 
a cartoon I would draw the picture of a cart as representing Central 
Travancore with Cochin at one end drawing in one direction, and 
Tamilnad at the other end drawing in the opposite direction’ as two. 
horses. If anything more is wanted to make this picture ugly, there 
js the communal rancour in all its virulence. Tamilians do not 
like Malayalees; and among the Malayalees in Central Travancore 
the Christians do not like the Ezhavas, the Ezhavas the Nayars, the 
Nayars the Christians, 


It is all a matter of currents with cross currents; of wheels 
within wheels. It is'a sort of witches’ cauldron which emits a stink- 
ing smell. It is a pandemonium, where each section fights the other 
more virulently than the Kilkenny Kitten. 


Thus, Sir, in the present set up, that co-operation so needed, 
the Government are not going to get, 


Somebody from the House is asking me, why not Cochin leave 
Travancore, if she is so disappointed. Well, if Travancore cannot 
. behave like an elder brother to small Cochin, if this step-motherly 
attitade is not abandoned, I believe, Cochin will be only glad to 
leave and ‘merge in Malabar. I dislike being parochial but one 
gets no option, in the light of the callous treatment accorded to us. 
Sir, we had a terrible drought in these parts this year; and what 
had the Government done? In 1123, the same thing happened and 
you would do well to understand what we then did: We command: 
eered all pumping sets and distributed them free to the farmers. 
We made remission in the tax; and with a view to save tenants from 
unnecessary litigation, issued: a proclamation to stay all suits. And 
_now! The Chief Minister condescends to say, that he has received 
a report of such a famine: Js 


These things apart, it might be asked what constructive sugges- 
tions I have to make, Public co-operation is necessary. If Tamilians- 
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cannot co-operate, send them away, and go in for other parts. 
My party is not enamoured of even linguistic provinces; we are - 
. for economic, geographical units. It is however up to the Ministry 
to devise ways and means whereby they could bring into existence 
a prosperous and contented State,

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, the statement of éstimates 

of receipts and expendituré of the State not only reveals the financial 
transactions of the State but also shows the programme of work laid- 
down by the Government for the next year. After'all the purpose of 
Government as I understand is to promote peace and prosperity to 
the people and for the well-being of the State. Whatever may be the 
. programme, whatever may be the steps that Government are going to 
take, unless there is a peaceful atmosphere, -an atmosphere in which |. 
‘the people will be prepared to co-operate, no effort, can succeed, - 
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Tam tempted to make these remarks especially in view of the state- 

ments made by two hon. Members who come from Cochin, Not only. 

that, recently I had occasion to read the utterances made by His - 

Highness the Ruler of Cochin one of these days. He is reported to 

have said ; . 

‘The only anxiety I felt at the time of integration of 
my State with the neighbouring State of Travancore was 
whether the merger would in any -way adversely affect 
the happiness and prosperity of my people. It is sad to 
acknowledge that the anxiety has not. been completely 
dispelled or set at rest.” 

Sir, the studied restraint with which His Highness has ’ referred 
to the matter makes it very plain that there is something wrong, 
there is a genuine feeling of grievance to a certain section of the 
public at Cochin. Again, at the conference of the N.G.O. Association 
at Ernakulam, Mr. V.P. Menon. presided, who is reputed to be very 
efficient, a product of the bureaucratic system, and trained under 
the imperialistic regime, which laid emphasis on the end but not on 
the means. I am sure every one will appreciate the fact that he was 
one of the most important personages who contributed to the 
creation of the new State“of Travancore-Cochin. He is said to have 
remarked at that meeting that the integration of services was dan- 
gerously delayed and that it will lead to a break up of the State as well. 
Then, again, Sir, equally, respectable and revered leaders of public 
opinion in Cochin like Dr. A. R. Menon, are said to have remarked 
in public speeches that things.are drifting badly and it is time for - 
Cochin people to claim secession. ; 

Sir, there is another aspect of the question as well. Iam one who 
never believed in disintegration of an existing State nor did I believe 
in losing the integrity of a State by additional area. I do not want to 

o further than that. At any rate that is my political conviction. 
As a result of the peaceful revolution that we had in India in 1947, 
the political developments of the time brought forth the necessity 
of integration of Travancore and Cochin. Such a creation was effected 
by the popular Government then in power at their own responsibility. 
They were prepared to take that tremendous responsibility without 
consulting the legislature‘ which created them. Without consulting . 
the country or the legislature they took that tremendous responsibility 
on their own shoulders and agreed to the integration and the Govérn- 
ment of India agreed to that step. ot 


. In that most undemocratic way, the democratic State of Travan- 
: core-Cochin Was created. . What is the result now ? _I would like. 
to. tell here and now that equally ‘strong feelings are’ held by the | 
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Travancore section. on this question. (Hear, Hear.) There is a 
genuine feeling amiongst the Travancoreans, They say their claims 
are being overlooked; they are discriminatéd against and even 
their complaints are being brushed aside with a certain amount of 
contempt by the powers that be. So there is the same feeling in 
this part of the country as in the Cochin part. There is no question 
about it. Therefore I come to the conclusion that there is a genuine 
grievance in all parts of the country. Who is responsible for this? 
Sir, will I be wrong if I draw the conclusion that the time-old game 
of Divide and Rule is still being indulged in by thé powers who . 
control this country ? Do they want to keep the two sections apart 
and get on in that disturbed atmosphere ? Iam tempted to make 
that remark, Sir, because of the fact that the party which is in power 
today. was the same party which was responsible for the creation of 
the United State of Travancore-Cochin. They took it upon themselves 
to create that Union, without consulting the people of the country 
and the legislatures. Having come to power and having created this 
‘Union why are they still parties to this division ? If not, where is 
the’ difficulty. of a just integration of services? My hon. Friend, 
the Finance Minister says: “‘Government believe these orders will 
give satisfaction to the personnel concerned.’’ Where is this per- 
sonnel ? It exists only in his imagination. Perhaps there may 
be a counter-argyinent that when, both parties are quarrelling with 
each other, it is. not possible to come to any settlement. That 
will be ari argument to countermine. But I may also say, Sir, that 
it will also lead to an inference that keeping a disturbed atmosphere 
is also conducive to the continuance of the party in power. Both 
conclusions can legitimately be drawn from the existing circumstances. 
So, Sir, this grave question is the most important question of the day, 
and unless the Government is prepared to solve it, it will lead to 
greater difficulties, ~And.I warit to-make it once more plain that the. 
Travancore branch is not satisfied at the way in which things are being 
done in regard to the integration of services. I leave it at that. 
sts ae . 

The question of integration of finances of Travancore-Cochin and 
of the Union comes next. Article 273 of the Constitution of India 
was referred to by my friend, Shri A. Kunjan Nadar, on the right of . 
our Government for a-provision similar to the one provided for 
“Assam,or Bengal, as far as. our exports are concerned. Pepper 
andzother commodities are our monopoly goods, and we have a 
right to have them declared so. . And it would have been accepted, 
“if onlyfproper representations, had been made at the proper 
time. That was done. > At any rate, that -is the feeling we have, 
However, there is no use of bemoaning the past, _ a 
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I do not hold the view that the Finance Commission was very 
fair in their decisions. Looking into the responsibilities that the 
States have to take upon themselves as far as the development depart- 
ments are concerited,—and the development departments are of 
primary importance to the States—the Finance Commission did 
not do justice in allocating the revenue on the basis of 40:60. The 
proportion should rather have -been the reverse, because without 
resources, how can we expect a state to develop.? We havé to abide 
by this allocation as it has already been made, but at the same time, 
nothing stmds in our way.to express our dissatisfaction with the 
decision taken and to put up a claim for export duty like the jute 
provision for our pepper and other export goods. : 


Coming now to the budget, we find that for the last three years ” 
since we have had to go through the United State’s budget, one 
prominent feature is over-estimating the revenue and ‘under-estimating 
the expenditure and presenting a surplus as deficit or a deficit as 
surplus.. That is a feature common to the last three years. I do 
not warit to give pgures because my hon. Friends this House might 
have gone. through them. 


Shri N. P. Varghese : Is it not the same with regard to 
Mysore. ? ” 


_. Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I am not a statistician or a Finance 
Minister to make a comparative study of the budgets of different 
States. ; 


Mr. Speaker : The ‘figures may not. help because the areas 
are different. _ ‘ . 


Shri P. S..Nataraja Pillai: It may be. Anyway I do not 
wish to-be drawn into that kind of discussion. However, these are 
«devices to convert surpluses into deficits arid deficits into surpluses. . 


The next remark which I would make on the budget as a student 
of the bidgets of Travancore, ‘is that the present budget for the yeat’ 
1953-54 marks qnly a stage in the normal evolution of the Travancore 

' budgets, Credit is taken that: the expenditure under development 
departments from 1949 to 1954 has increased by 50 per cent. It-is 
said theré has also been-a:phenomenal growth of revenue and expen- 
diture in this budget. But: here I would. place one point before the © 
House. Take the last five- year period. in Travancore before 19493 
that. is, 1120-24. In 1120; the revemie..was.Rs.. 877 lakhs ‘and.it 
rose in 1124 to Rs, 1399 lakhs, . That means an increase of 500 Jakhs 
of rupees, more than’ 50,per cent. In the same way. take the .expendi- 
ture for the period from 1120-24. In 1120, it was Rs, 698 lakhs 


> 
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and it rose to Rs. 1314 lakhs in 1124, an increase of about 615 lakhs. 
In other words, expenditure doubled itself. So I say that this is 
only the normal growth of the administrative structure that was in 
existence in this country. Iam here dealing only with the Travancore 
branch, because I am conversant with that part only. Now let us 
look into the development departments. The provision for Education 


in 1120 was Rs. 77.15 lakhs, in 1124, it rose to Rs. 153.59 lakhs, 
. 1e., double in the course of ‘five years. Take Agriculture. In 1120, 


the expenditure was Rs. 2.87, in 1124, Rs. 19.87 lakhs, - nearly 
eight times. Or again, take Medical.” In 1120 it was Rs. 19,02 
lakhs, in 1124. - Rs. 48.90 lakhs, i.¢., more than double. So all the 
nation-building departments used to grow in Travancore.

What I say is, that the present rate 
of growth has been recorded in Travancore in the past. I do not 
make, these remarks in order to cast any reflections. 


Shri N. P. Varghese : Was it a period of post-war boom ? 

‘Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : That is an economic question. 
which I shall leave to my friend, All I wish to say is that this is only 
a normal growth. I do not wish to be little the record of growth 
during these years. My point is that we have a mould of adminis. 


. tration already, and the present growth is within the same mould. 


That mould, if I may say so, is that of a Police State. It is to this 
factor that I want to draw attention, Even after independence the 


"'strticture of the State is based on the same mould of the Police State. 


‘The present budget only reveals it. But we have accepted the ideal 


of a welfare state, as’ my friend the Finance Minister said. The 
Finance Minister claims that this is a Budget for a welfare state. Not 
only that, it is stated that it is correlated-to the National-Five Year 
Plan. ‘That plan’ is something like a budget for a period of five years, 
‘The aim of the present budget, if we agree on the position that it is 
correlated to the Five Year Plan, should be to reach the ‘objective of 
that Plan; Sir, ‘‘the Central objective of the planning in India is to 


- raise the standard of living of the peopleste open out to them opportu. 


tities for a richer atid more varied life, Planning should, therefore, 
aim both at utilising more energetically the resources, human-and mate+ 


"tal, available to the comtnunity, so as to obtain from them a larger 


_sutput of goods and services and also at reducing the inequalities 


. : - . « 
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in income, wealth and opportunity.”” That is the objective of the 
Planning Commission. Does our budget aim at that ? Does our. 
budget take us an inch further along that road? Are we envisaging at 
the end of this year, if we carry out the items of the budget, to reach 
that goal, or at least to travel along that road, which is now aimed at 
in the Five Year Plan? .That approach is sadly wanting. Not only 
wanting, it is absent. One thing which arrested my attention in 
the speech of the hon. Minister was the absence of any reference 
to the widespread unemployment in’ the country. What is the present - 
state of our country? There’ is a widespread unemployment and 
partial employment. The earning capacity of the people is very low. 
The major industries have become paralysed. There is no alternative 

_ source of employment to the labour. Then, how can prosperity come 

to the people, so long as we do not solve this question of unemploy- 
ment? 


> 


Not only that, Sir. The cost of living has increased so high that 

the middle class is not able to make both ends meet, 

4 P.M, Unless there are positive and definite proposals to 
alleviate this distress and to handle the problem, can 

we say that this is a budget framed according to the principles laiddown 
in the Five Year Plan? Not only the middle class, the people of this 
State aré in a grip of acute unemployment. I do not want to dilate 
upon that, my friends here know that there is widespread unemploy- . 

" ment in this country. ‘These are the things which ought to attract 

our attention, 


Sir, one aspect to which I would also like to add a few wotds is 

‘ the emphasis: that is placed on agriculture in the Five Year Plan and 
accepted: by Government and provided for in the Budget. 
Sir, I felt myself glad when thé hon. Finance Minister said— “I 
should however think that the unemployment question in our State has 
to be solved by resorting more actively to industrialisation.”’- That 
and that again is the solution for the unemployment in our country, 
The -hon. Finance Minister has also come to the conclusion in the 
early portion of his speech that as far as food is concerned, our country 
can be classed, not as a deficit State but as nil State. So, in spite of . 
the best efforts on power projects and irrigation projects it is almost: 
impossible to solve the problem of food for the teeming niillions 

' of the country.. The logical conclusion to which wé should arrive 
is industrialisation of the country. Unless we industridlise the 
country, where is the possibility of a better economic order, or a 
better level of living 2? - 
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Sir, I am tempted to read a passage from the Cottage Industries 


Committee Report, the Chairman of which was one of the reputed 
economists of India, Dr. P. J. Thomas. They record that ; 


““Such a large increase in population has brought 
about unemployment and under-employment ; sub-human 
conditions have also resulted from this. In the thickly 
populated parts of our western coast strip, where cocoanut 
is the chief crop and coir yarn work the important industry, 
there is a large rural proletariat living under miserable 
conditions, and large numbers of people are nearly always 
under-employed or fully unemployed for long periods.”’ 
Then again : “ 

‘* Whatever may be the causes, the fact pas to be 
recognised that foodgrain scarcity has become a permanent 
feature and that our growing population cannot be main- 
tained on reasonable standards of living without.a substan- 
tial change in our economy. Agriculture, on which falls 
the brunt of the burden today, cannot bear it any longer, 

Ignoring this fact has brought about not only agrarian 

trouble but also social unrest of a serious type culminatin 

in tragic incidents like the one at Vayalar a few years ago.’”’ 


That is the finding of the Committee presided over by one of the 
most respected economists we have in India, Sir, what has this 
Government done towards it ? We all know that the only means 
of solving the economic problems of the teeming millions of the 
country is by industrialisation. That means, in other words, a . 
. revival of cottage industries to the utmost extent possible. Has any 
thing been done towards that end? J was searching the pages of the 
Budget, Sir, and I find that. out of a provision. of Rs. 10 lakhs for 
Industries and Supplies, ‘Rs. 6.49 lakhs is provided for cottage in- 
dustries. That provision appears at page 247 of the Budget. if 
we go through the pages from-255 to 259, we know how this Rs.6.49 
lakhs is being distributed under various heads. There is a provision 
of Rs, 1,15,000 for grant to Coir Co-operative Societies. There is 
another grant for Rs. x lakh for the purchase of machinery for 
factory or something like that. It is all a distribution budget, but 
not an integrated budget. My point is this. If this Goverument. 
has realised the tremendous responsibility that is upon them, if they 
realise the valcano of social unrest on. which they are sitting today, 
‘and the responsibility in having accepted the Five, Year Plan formulated 
by the Government of India, they would not have framed a budget 
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like this without making adequate provision for cottage “industries 
and co-operative movement. I should think that it was unwise on 
the part of; this Government to have framed a Budget of this sort 
and approached this House with that, On the other hand, the 
emphasis ought to have been on the revival of cottage industries and 
to, take whatever steps possible within the limited resources we have 
got, to give employment to as maximum a number as possible, 


With these words, I resume my seat. 
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Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is it not Sub, judice? - 
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Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Sir, I aise to a 
point of order. I understand from the statement. of the hon.

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‘GENERAL DISCUSSION OF THE BUDGET—(contd.) 


Mr. Speaker ; Order, order, time for interpellations is over. 
We will now continue the General Discussion of the Budget. 


Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar: Sir, I would like to start with 
_ a few words on the Community Projects, especially 
12 NOON, those relating to South Travancore. Neyyattinkara- 
Vilavancode is the Community Project centre in the 
South. No progress has been made there. It was given as an answer 
on the floor of this House that only: Rs. 96,000 has been spent during 
the last year. As a matter of fact, more than Rs. 15 lakhs was allotted 
during the last budget year but the amount actually spent has been 
very little. - It is stated that the local people should extend their 
hearty co-operation for making the project a success. But things 
are moving very slowly with regard to the execution. It has been 
pointed out in the House that necessary sanctions are not given for 
the works which are already in progress and estimates of works 
_ recommended by the executive officer are sanctioned only after a 
great deal of delay. So if the Community Projects were to be success- 
ful, it rests with the Government in expediting matters, 


’ In the Community Project Scheme, priority is given to agriculture 
and-food production. The areas selected are the ones most affected 
by the drought. Here local co-operation is outcoming. But the 
works do not progress with expedition because the works are not 

- executed in time. For instance, the Neyyar Project is not proceeding 
at a good speed.’ At present, they are constructing the right. bank. 
channels and the left bank channels are neglected. If the leit 
bank chaniiels are opened, large areas in Neyyattinkara and Vilavancode 
taluks would be benefited. Therefore I would suggest that both 
the bank channels should be taken up simultaneously. 

One word with regard to the Pattanamkalu scheme which has 
been neglected. In February, the P.W. Minister paid a visit to 
Nagercoil and he convened a conference. At the meeting, he assured - 
that Government would take all steps for opening up this Pattanamkal 
scheme. Chittar No, 1 and Chittar No. 2 are the.two riverlets 
whose water could be impounded in the Kodayar dam. However, I 
find that no amount has been allotted for it in this budget. There 
is not a whisper about it in this budget. “It was stated that Rs. one 
‘lakhs or so would be included in this budget for the investigation 
of the scheme. One word is very material: According to Govern- 
ment records, more than 80,000 acres in the two taluks of Vilavancode, 
and Kalkulam would be benefited. J would say for. the information 
of the House, in this connection, that the Kodayar scheme has not 
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been very useful, to the people of Vilavancode. On the other hand, 
if this Pattanamkal scheme can be worked, extensive lands can be 
converted into paddy lands and thus our food problem, can be solved 
to some extent. It was stated by the Finance Minister that over six 
crores of rupees were speirt on account of food deficit. If this scheme 
is taken up, [am sure that more than 20,000 acres can be developed 
and large quantities. of food can be produced. . What I have to submit 
to this House, in this connection, is that the ryots are prepared to 
_ surrender land, free of compensation,’ and that they will also do some . 
part of the earth work. I can also assure Government that the 
people are prepared to pay a sniall tax if this scheme were to be taken 
up immediately, 1 would furthef suggest to this Government that 
if the fands which are allotted. for the improvement of tanks for five 
years is consolidated, and that amount is spent on this scheme in the 
present year, that would be very useful. This scheme would ‘solve 
the acute shortage of drinking water in Vilavancode Taluk. 


One word about the Vilathura Lift Irrigation Scheme which had 
been included in the budget for 1951-52... About one lakh of rupees 
was included in the budget but actually no amount was spent in that 

year. The estimates are, as it were, in the cold storage. . Nothing 
has transpired in regard to that scheme so far. Again in this budgets 
another one lakh of rupees has been provided. But this ‘year also, 
there are no signs that the work will be proceeded with. It has been 
. stated, that lange areas would be developed by this scheme. All the 
same, what we find is that, large sums are allotted in the budget, but 
no ameunt.is spent. If such things are to continue, I can see no hope 


. a 
that the needs of the. ryots would ever be satisfied. ae : 


Then, in regard to drinking water supply schemes. There has - 
béen an unprecedented drought in our country this year. Drinking 
water is very. scarce in many parts of Vilavancode and Kalkulam. . 
I may inform this House that in Karinkal, we have to pay two annas 
for'a pot of water, There was-a scheme for-supply of drinking water 
in this village started during the time’ of Sir C. P. | lt was investigated 
and estimates were prepared. But since then, it seems it has been 
Iyin with the Governmnet. But every year, there is a provision for 

rinking water supply in the budget. This year also there is 4 pro-- 
vision. There are other places also. in'a similar position in South 
Travancore, Cape Comorih, Asaripallam, etc. - These places ‘also 
require immediate attention. ee 


Another fact which lavish to bring to.the attention of this House 
i3 tae uf the railway link between Timevely to the southern extremity 


» 
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of Travancore and from Trivandrum to Cape. We, have been re- 
questing this Government several times for this. They will not have 
to lose anything on-this regard. It is a Central subjeet and the Central 
Government will bear the expenses of the railway link. If only this 
Government would make a recommendation to the Central Govern- 
ment, the railway linking would be materialised. But this Goverment 
does not seem to take any interest. If this Government would 
co-operate with the Madras Government in this matter, we would 
have this railway link. . 


I would like to state one or two points more on this occasion. 
Large amounts are included in the Five Year Plan, but sufficient 
attention is not being bestowed on those schemes. _Perunchani 
is one of the schemes included in the Plan, but it has been found 
to be useless so far. During the last season 51 ft. of water alone was 
stored and it sufficied for about 12 days. [f-other schemes like 
the Pattanamkal, Mambalathar and Poiga dam schemes were included . 
in the Plan in the place of this scheme, it would have been much more 
beneficial to the peaple there. If these schemes are taken up’ and_ 
proper investigations are conducted, the drought which is prevalent 
in South Travancore could be averted and there will not be: any 
failure of crops. Another remarkable thing about the Perunchani 


. scheme which is included in the plan, is that it is a work which has. 


‘already been completed: The Government wanted to show that they 
_ have some schemes herc, and that they included a scheme which has 
already been completed. - 


“Mr. Speaker : And Perunchani' is useless also | ! 


Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar': There are various other schemes 


‘which would have been more useful in averting the drought. 


I would like to make a few observations on the question of the 


- distribution of water. Sevéral objections were raised by some 


hon. Members of this House that in Thovala, no ‘water was ever 
‘supplied, and Government ‘rarely took interest with regard to 
distribution of water there..A conference was held at Nagercoil by 
the Executive-Engineer in order to see how the distribution work 
could be. carried out. But many members did not care to attend that 
conference’ and yet they have corhe to this House to complain that 
Thovala is ‘neglected. Therefore all. these remarks are influenced, 
by personal motives. , , 


. Mr. Speaker : Why should that reflection. be made ? From . 
the tinié that the Pechipara dam was s opened first, there have, been 
complaints,” . cot 
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Shri R, Ponnappa Nadar: But I may assure hon. Members 
that water was supplied to all channels and no discrimination has been 
shown to any particular locality in the South. I can say this boldly 
because J have taken some interest in this matter. Therefore, all 
these remarks made have been only personal vendetta as a result of 
personal malice. 

Mr. Speaker : J am sorry that even in spite of the remark 
which I made, such remarks are being made. These are matters 
in which there will always be differences of opinion. Therefore, 
it is not right to say that Members whose opinions happen to differ 
from the hon. Member’s have personal vendetta to ventilate. 


Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar: But whew allegations are made 
they should be founded upon some truth, it is not’ so here. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: May I know from 
the hon. Member whether there was any discrimination shown by 
Government in ‘this ? 


Shri R. Ponnappa Nadar : | ain not aware of any. 


One redeeming feature in the budget is the measure of relief 
granted for the non-gazetted officers of the State. It is a matter which 
has to be done. Another relieving Rature js that there is no new 
tax, but a small water cess. 


I. wish to state that more attention ‘should’ have been bestowed 
upon the subjects to be included in the Five Year Plan. Existing 
factories in the South should have received greater attention and new 
factories should have been opened. Many of the factories in South 
Travancore like the Sugar Factory at Thuckalai, the Monazite factory 
at Manavalakurichy and the Distillery at Nagercoil have been closed 
down. Sufficient attention has not been bestowed upon developing - 
them. New factories should also. be started so. that the growing 
unemployment in the South Travancore may be solved. With 
these remarks, I conclude. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair : The food problem in the State is 
even now unsolved, © There is acute shor tage even now. It seems that 
the Minister’ is very complacent because he’ was able to raise the 
4% oz. ration’ to 6 oz. He thinks that he can pride.as victory if 

‘he can stabilise the 6 oz: ration. Y warn the Food Minister that such 
an attitude is quite uncalled for, Unless the Government is able 
to raise the ration level to 10 oz. of rive at least, any boasting by 

’ Government regarding the solution of food problem is only a hoax 

or window- dressing or white-washing. The current of thought 
prevailing with Finance Minister is that food has ceased to.be a matter 
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of complaint. Really there is very grave dissatisiaction. It does not 
reach the cars of Government. It is the dissatisfaction of the poor 
and voiceless who have no opportunity to make themselves heard. 
It is because the people affected are of the lowest class that their 
voice is not heard in the press or platform. As a matter of fact, 
they are not able to procure the help of those two machinery. It 
is only when vested interests are affected that we have big uproars 
and agitation on countrywide scale (e.g.the Rice Mill). They 
are helpless and resigned. It will be more accurate to say that 
when the Finance Minister expresses complacency he does not 
represent those classes but the vested interests whom the Congress 
now represent, From statistics available it is only a person who 
has five acres and above who will have some surplus for sale. This 
is only 5 per cent of the total of paddy land owners in the State. 
These people are able to divert a portion of their produce into the 
black-frec-market. Under the present system of relaxation of 
food controls, the Government is allowing this ¢ per cent to make 
enormous profits at Rs. 4% per para. But under controlled economy 
this quantity will be available for distribution to the people at 
Rs. 2—-13—6. The next. question is who is it that has benefited 
by the relaxation of control? Is it the labourer, the clerk, the small 
-trade ? No. He is not in a position to pay this heavy price. But 
the landless rich are able to pay. So the food policy of the Govern- 
ment. shows the character and trend of the present Government. 
Decontrol is not possible for the next five years, because control is 
the very basis of the Five Year Plan. “Even if we don’t get the 16 oz. 
which Madras enjoyed or the 24 oz. which Bengal had, at least let 
us have 10 oz. which is equal to nazhi. Big schemes for Grow More _ 
Food, Vembanad Schemes, Pumping subsidies, the Kuttanad recla~ 
“mation, Bunding schemes, etc., have been taken up and several lakhs 
are spent on these, But the people should have the benefit. The 
few should not be allowed to exploit. Government give all sorts 
of help and allow the rich landowner to sell at Rs. 4%. So, all 
‘surplus must be taken and controlled economy should be introduced. 
The Five Year Plan perpetuates controlled economy. Government 
propose to levya betterment tax. The return form this will be small, 
It will only be a harassment to the people. It is only the rich land- 
owners own 500 acres and more that aré- benefited. Representations 
‘have been made to Government. . I would say that this is a era of 
exploitation and Janded monopolists ‘and this must be ended. O, 
course, if Government is not willing to end this, that only shows 
* the policy of the Government that Government’ is prepared only 
to help vested interests and:not the millions who are actually suffering, 
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Then I want to bring to the attention of Government another 
fact, and it relates to financial problems. Krishnamachari Report 
says that 75 per cent of our losses involved by States will be made 
good by the Centre. I say we have suffered because of our own folly, 
- Nobody is to be blamed for that. If at the time of the financial inte- 
gration: we had taken the correct position the Finance Minister 
need not have waited over the uncharitable attitude of the Government 
of the Union. At the time of integration we failed to preserve our 
inherent right. The Finance Minister now refers to these in a tragic 
mood. Whatever may be the defects .of the. Constitution, all those 
defects could have been remedied at the time of signing of the Fin- 
ancial Integration agreement. Under Scction 278 of the Constitution, 
Part B States were allowed to have special provisions which had 
to surrender their revenues to the Centre. Krishnamachari Report | 
said that the gap will be filled up by diverting a portion of the cust- 
oms revenue collected from Travancore on basis of the receipts 
in 422-123. We did not care to ask fora share of the customs duties 
on the basis of the receipts of the current year. Export duty was 
one expanding source of income. After integration, the Central Govern- 
ment revised the rates of export duties. It has gone up many times. 
The figures for 1951-52 as reported in the papers if they can be relied 
on is 9 crores approximately. We stood a very good chance of 
augmenting our income if only. suitable provisions were made in 
financial agreement: We ought to have asked for a definite share of 
the increase.. Our share was determined on a fixed basis. We 
ought, to have insisted on a share of the actuals of the previous year. 
West Bengal gets so per cent of the jute export duty on. the basis 
‘of the receipts of the current year, A number of reasons were ad- 
vanced by the Finance Minister for not insisting on this at the time 
of the Financial integration. None of thetn are convincing. The 
Federal’ Finance Structure Committee of the First Round Table Con- 
ference made express provision for this. It is as follows : 


“Tn the case of sea customs, we note that the present 
annual value of the immunities enjoyed by fourteen Maritime 
Statés amounts t6 over 1.80 lakhs, and we recommend 
‘that the question of extinguishing these immunities by 
compensation should be left over for consideration after — 
the Federation comes jnto being. Meantime, however, 
_our general view is that’ the possession by: certain States. 
‘of an immunity which prevents other States or Provinces 
from making their full contributions to the Federation, 
is contrary to federal principles. The existing treaties 
and agreements must be fully observed and no ‘change . 
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“made in them without the consent of the States concerned. 
But we recommend that Maritime States should retain at 
the most not more than the value of the duties on goods 
imported through their ports for consumption by their 
own subjects.’ (Page 55, paragraph 31). 


Our representative (who had no seat) said that accession to the 
federation in respect of customs can only, be subject to an express 
reservation preserving the rights of the State to levy export ‘duties 
on goods produced within the State and exported out of it whether 
by land or sea and to retain the proceeds of such duties. Davidson 
Committee report which preceded the Federal Finance Structure 
Committee (which unfortunately is not, available in the Library) 
upheld this State’s claim to customs. The 1935 Act came after that. 
Provinces had no right to customs. But so far as States were con- 
cerned, export duties were also made divisible as well as Excisé duties 
collected by the Centre. Only maritime States could claim to divide 
the customs duties, The distribution is to be made on the principles 
to be settled later under Section 140 of the Government of India Act,” 
1935. Under the 1935 Act our accession is subject to limitations 
and conditions laid down in Section 6 of the 1935 Act, Clause 2. 
The draft Constitution, if I remember correct, contained such a 

. provision. Report of the Expert Committee on the Financial provisions 
“of the Union Constitution contained such a provision. But when the 
new Constitution was about to be introduced , all these facts were 
forgotten. On going through the Expert Committee Report on 
the Financial Provisions of the Union Constitution, it is stated in 
No.6 of the terms of reference as follows :- 


“ How far is it feasible, on the -centralization of all . 
customs levied at the Federal frontiers, to permit. Indian 
States, affected by such centralization to retain such portion 

‘ of the customs so levied at their frontiers as might be 
attributed to consumption in. the States, etc,” 


In the summary of the recommendations item No. (26) it is 
stated: ag follows :- : . a . 

4 ‘ “ Maritime customs and excises in States to be taken 
over by the Centre, the States, being compensated therefor. 
if necessary.’ (Page 23)... SO on. 

Appendix IV, para (7) of the report also. refers to this. There 
is no use cryingover spilt milk. We could Have urged this before the 

*Finance Commission under Article 280 (3) (© of the Constitution. . 

I hope: that. Government brought it to the notice of the. Finance 

Commission: But under article 278 our Agreement is for 5 years.

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“But the Government can revise the agreement for 1955-60. A 
Taxation Enquiry Committee has been appointed. The President 
is Dr, John Mathai. He isa man well versed with Travancore-Cochin 
condition. We must fight for reallocation before the Taxation. 
Enquiry Committee. All sections of the House will only be glad to 
join in this agitation, Why I want to press this at this juncture is 
that the Finance Commission may or may not have recommended it, 
Even if it may have recommended, we won’t get it revised within the 
next ¢ years. Our export duty in 1122-23 was Rs. 40 lakhs. Now, 
I understand from the report in the papers that it has come to 9 crores 
and our share is's0 per cent. If 50 per cent is allotted after meeting 
the collection charges, we would have about Rs. 43% crores, and it 
would augment our income by Rs, 4% crores. So, we should present, 
our case‘before the Taxation Enquiry Committee and we must press 
for our legitimate share, : 

Then with regard to the Five Year Plan, Rs. 27.3 crores is our 
share. From the Finance Minister’s speech, under “Ways and 
Means -Position’’ this Rs. 27 crores is not seen. From. where will 
this 27 and odd crores come? Has the Government any plan ? 
What are the ways and means 2? The Government of India has deter- 
mined to resort to deficit financing and borrowing. Are you going 
to adopt deficit financing, and if so, to what extent?) Are you going 
to borrow? If the.Government has no policy, then the Government 
is short-sighted. There is no indication as to how Government 
propose to meet the growing expenditure in future’ under the Five 
Year Plan. It is desirable to have a financial forecast for the next 
five years. Is the Government in a position, to raise loans ? Is the 
country in a position to contribute 27 crores ? , 

With regard to the Finance Corporation, I have to say one thing. 
At present, there is no fixed policy as to how. the industries should be 
improyed. The proposed Finance Corporation is not an unmixed 

- blessing for industrialists. Big industries need not be financed, 
What is the nature of the industries that are sought to be supported 
by the Corporation is not clear. It is undesirable to extend the 
help to big industries of doubtful Utility and small industries should 
be financed. For that, the State Aid to’ Industries Act is sufficient. 
In this matter, the experience.of the Centre and the allegation of 
corruption and nepotism should . stand as a warning to us. | It 
is mot wise to waste Rs. so lakhs. It will go the way of certain 
srow-more-food loans and’ agriculture loans. So, I very strongly 

wppose the very idea of a Finance Corporation,

The Government propose to impose a betterrnent levy. What 
will be the approximate yield from that levy ? Will it make any 
substantial addition ?. It will only be Rs.’ 6 lakhs. Rs. 6 lakhs is 
a very small amount. Why not give it up ? I am not very much 
happy over this doubtful source of income. It is vexatious , , harassing 
and discriminatory. Tt wilt be better to ask them ‘to ‘surrender 
‘all their surplus yield to be sold to Government at controlled rates 
and to make it available for distribution as ration. 


I also want to bring to the notice of Government one other fact, 
‘The test of a Budget is maximum social advantage and this guiding 
principle is laid down in Part IV . of the C onstitution—Directive 
Principles of State Policy. Perhaps, that is what the Finance Minister 
had ‘in view when he referred to the Welfare State. I have my 
own doubts whether, the Government has gone all the way it can go 
within the Constitution, to bring maximum social advantage.

@ pleasant task but it becomes inevitable for a mémber nominated 
: to. represent a particular minority community. 


Before starting with a chain of complaints it is worth conveying 
to this House a piece of information. 
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I am now in possession of information with regard to amounts 
disbursed -by various-States in India for promoting Anglo-Indian . 
education. The figures for the years -1951-52 are as follows :— 


The United Provinces with a population of 6062 Anglo-Indians 
have spent Rs. 7,02,171. Orissa with a population of 485 spent 
Rs, 50,579. Punjab with a population of 935 spent Rs. 81,628° 
Madras with a population of 27,253 spént Rs. 11,01,772. Hyderabad 
witha population of 2634 spent Rs. 1,37,814. Bombay with a 
population of 7,327 spent Rs. 5,379,933. Delhi witha population of 
812 and with just two Anglo-Indian institutions spent Rs. 14,674. 
. The above population figures are from the Census of India rogt. 
The States in India have been generous to this community because 
they are poor not only financially but also in progress and in edu- 
cation, their charity being founded on the fact that they are a back-. 
ward class. If one group can receive consideration and concessions 
at one latitude within India, why should they be denied assistance 
at another latitude and that too within India? . The Government 
now engaged in nation building will. take cognizance of the 
information furnished and do. something for the betterment of this 
community. ‘ , 


Coming to the catalogue of complaints the first that should 
be mentioned. is the recent G. P. $2-15238/s0/CS dated r7th Seps 
tember 1952, whereby this Government has.overlooked the privileges 
which existed for this community in erstwhile Cochin State and. has 
" clubbed them with the Latin Catholics in this State for the purpose 

.of Government appointment. In erstwhile Cochin State where 
the greater part.of Anglo-Indians even now have their homes, it was 
an established fact right from July 1925 that this community was 
treated as a distinct minority community. Tt. was in recognition 
of this privilege that the Government was pleased to create a nomi- 
nated. seat for this community in the Cochin Legislative Council. 
Order. No.9 in Appendix 3, page 233 of the Standing Orders (Edition 
IV), ‘gives. the rules of the Staff Selection Board and from this it is 
quite clear that the Anglo-Indians were not only treated as a distinct 
minority but were also entitled to two per cent of the public appoint- 
ments, The Order of -rotation is stated in Schedule II of the 
Rules ‘and this too clearly indicates the distinction between Anglo~ 
Indians and Latin Catholics. The community that received appoint- 
ments. in this State féel most unhappy to realise that a privilege 
that once existed for them has been totally destroyed. Surely, 
in the Covenant of Integration of the two States there are ample 
provisions to protect the privileges that were enjoyed by the citizens | 
of both States, The Government. may seek shelter under the 
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provisions of Article 16 (1) but remember that by sub-section (4) of 
the same Article the Government is given the freedom to declare 
communities as backward classes. If you have the authority to 
declare afresh, you have the right to retain the declaration that this 
community is a backward class. The Government of India has in 
Articles Nos. 336 and 337 deviated from the provisions of Article 
16 for the sake of this backward community and I fail to under- 
stand why this State Government cannot use the provisions of 
Article 16 (4) to permit the continuance of the privilege that 
existed. A Committee was constituted in this State for advising 
the Government with regard to rules to be made for recruitments 
in Government Service. © This Committee submitted a report 


to the Government on 21st March, 1952. This Committee has 


made a report without considering the past gad present backward- 
ness of Anglo-Indians. There is nothing in this report about ‘this 
Community. I will be perfectly justified in using the word 


.“* careless ’’. Reference has to be made to the provisions in sub- 
Clauses 1 and 2 of Article 336 of the Constitution of India where it 


is clearly stated that the privileges enjoyed by Anglo-Indians as on 
the 15th August 1947, shall continue for a period of ten years,

in the Anglo-Indian community there are followers of the Church of © 
‘England, the Scottish Church and many other non-Catholic and 
-non-Roman institutions. The classification ‘‘ Latin Catholic” 


only includes those who come within the Latin Wierarchy as ad- 


‘ministered by His Holiness the Pope of Rome. Religion is fust 


an accident of birth and a democratic Government cannot make 


. religion the basis for denying an Anglo-Indian’s appointment in the 


State Services. .The new Proceedings merging this Community 


. with Latin Catholics indicate that the Government concedes. that 
- this Community is backward. Now all that remains. is to give it - 
+ a separate entity. ; 


The next matter of complaint is the directions contained in 


“the G. P. D. Dis: 6419 dated the rath August 1952, cancelling the ' 
* existing arrangement for the issue of a Community Certificate for 


‘an Anglo-Indian by the Anglo-Indian Union of Associations ‘and 
‘vesting that authority with the State Legislative Assembly members 
~ and Gazetted Officers. There is no intention whatsoever to cast” 
* any-aspersion against any of the members in this Legislature or the 
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Gazetted Officers of this State. However, a strong protest against 
an order revoking an existing arrangement and a privilege of a 
recognized Association of this Community has to be lodged. Here 
again please refer to G. P. E. Did.38114/21 dated 31st July 1946 | 
of the erstwhile Cochin Government approving the authority of 
the Association to issue a Community Certificate for Anglo-Indians. 
The Community Certificate is the basis on which a member of 
the community becomes entitled to: services reserved for the com- 
munity as per the provisions of Articles 336 and 337 of the Consti- 
tution. This is the only community that has been specifically des- 
cribed in the Constitution of India, and in this connection I would 
refer to provisions contained in Part XIX, sub-clause 2 of Article 
366 of the Constitution of India. Very definitely the. Union of 
Anglo-Indian Associations is the organization that should certify 
as to who is an Anglo-Indian as provided under Jaw. Please refer 
to the Madras Government Notification incorporated in pages 436 
and 437 of the Fort St. George Gazette Notification, Part (1) B 
dated 18th June 1952 where it is stated that the authority for 
issuing a Community Certificate for an Anglo-Indian vests with 
the Anglo-Indian Associations. By generalising this Authohrity 
for issuing a Community Certificate, there is every danger that the 
limited concessions provided for this Minority Community by the 
Governments of States and Centre and the provisions made by 
great charitable personages for education may be availed of by persons 
who are not Anglo-Indians. In a recent communication No. ED8- 
11421/¢2/EHL dated 16-2-1953 this Government describes the 
‘original order of 18-8-r952 as an extension, but here again it refuses 
to -acknowledge the authority of the Association which existed 
right ‘along. This House tay be rightly informed that it is the 
accepted policy of the Government of India to recognize the Com- 
munity Certificates issued by the recognized Associations. 


The next complaint is the information. gathered from the 
answer dated sth July 1952, to question No..49 when the Minister 
for Public Works and Transport Department. stated that out of a 
‘total of 3,653 employees in the Transport Department there is only 
one Anglo-Indian . Anglo-Indians are about 20,000 in number 
and if the mathematical comparison. between 20,000 and ninety 
_Takhs is to be’ the basis for. appointment this community is definitely 
entitled to more than one appointment in this. particular Depart-: 
ment which has, been in existence for several years. This, I suppose, 
is more or less the state of affairs in other Departments as well. 


. Reference has also to be made to answer to. question No, yo, 
dated @th July 1952, when the Minister for Education stated thy, 
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twenty-four candidates were sent for overseas training and no Anglo- 
Indian has been: included. This is not a pleasant factor, Rem- 
ember this community when future occasions arise for sending 
students for overseas training. : 


Reference has to be made to the reply received to question 
No. 34, dated the sth June 1952, when the Minister for Employ- 
ment admitted that no Anglo-Indian had been provided with employ- 
ment by the Employment Exchanges functioning in this State. This 
tantamotunts to a rather malicious omission specially because several 
thousands and thousands have been provided for by the Employment 
Exchanges functioning in this State. The Employment Exchanges 
were specifically organized to provide ex-service men with appoint" 
ments but now there is every reason to presume that this community 
‘has been totally neglected. Reference should be made to G. P. P, 
8-4997/29 dated the 8th March 1944, wherein there is the positive 
assurance of the erstwhile Cochin Government to give priority 
of employment for ex-service personnel. The new State which 
is the outcome of the integrated States has completely ignored 
the positive assurance of the erstwhile Cochin State. It would 
be more or less correct to say that the Anglo-Indian ex-service men 
have: received absolutely no attention in the post-war days. The 
solemn promise of the great.men of India that every attempt will 
be taken to absorb the ex-service men should be respected and 


fulfilled. 


The great and eminent Statesman of India, Shri Sardar Vallabhai 
Patel, declared on the 25th August 1947, that safeguards. for this 
community has to be continued in the same form for. some years 


‘to come, failing which the community will be subjected to a sudden 


economic ‘strain which it may not be able to bear. He has made 


-this remark in. the capacity of the Chairman of the Minorities Com- 
_mittee just before he could recommend the safeguards for accept- 


ance of the Parliament. 


In the erstwhile Cochin State we had the assurance to quote 
the very reply of the Governtnent in answer to question No. 130, 


-on the’ 2oth July 1938 “* that special: consideration will be shown’ 


to the students of the community wherever necessary ’’. Nothing 
in the nature of a special consideration exists in the persent days. 


Government may be anxious to protect the provisions of Article 


16 of the Constitution of India but there is every justification to 
implement the provisions of Articles 45 and 46. especially in view 
of the backwardness of this community. A‘ request to introduce 


“-gompulsory education for the youth of this community has been 
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turned down by the Government for the reason that the Act cannot 
be made applicable to one community alone. Well, the genuineness 
of this excuse is not being challenged at the moment, but I request 
that the Government can indicate genuineness by enforcing compul- 
sory education in the Cochin Kanayannur ‘Taluk | where there is 
at present about eighty percent of the Anglo- Indian population of 
this State. 


On working out Democracy some method should be found 
by which the minorities are not ignored or swamped. This presum- 
ably was the pre-occupation on the minds of the eminent men who 
introduced provisions for communal representation in this country. 
Tt is true that the sooner we get rid of communal representation, 
the quicker we approach healthy Nationalism for a happier India. 
The Anglo-Indian community, be assured, shall be the first to drop 
their prefix provided the philosophy of ONE NATION which is 
now confined to the lips of the leaders of the major communities 
moves into. their hearts and gives proof of their love for a country 
without communal classification. It is not so much on the written 
word of the printed Constitution that will ultimately depend whether 
-we reach full status but it is the spirit in which the leaders and 
administrators of the country implement the’ Sacred Constitution 
of ours. and in the spirit in which they approach the vast problems 
that confront India, ;

Failure of crop in South Travancore and the relief measures 
taken by Government. 


The following are the relicf measures taken by the Government : 


(i) The families who were getting wages in kind and who were not in possession. 
of ration cards were issued fresh ration cards. These families were allowed to draw 
ration till the next harvest. Arrangements have also been made for the issue of 
ratiions to agriculturists who were in “need of rations by revalidating cancelled 
portons ijn the paddy cards issued to them. Concessions in the matter of measur-’ 
ing the levy due to Governthent were given in all deserving cases. A total quantity 
of 3,70,000 paras of paddy was thus remitted, New ration depots were also opened 
in all the taluks wherever found necessary. . 


(ii) The Agriculture Department attended to the supply of seeds to ryote 
in the drought affected areas and all requisitions for seeds were satished, Manures. 
like Bone-meal and Groundnut oil cake etc., were sold to cultivators at a subsidised 
rate of 56% of the cost price, on ready cash, as well as on.crop loan basis, ‘The 
cultivators availed themselves of these facilities, It may be noted in this connection 
that the manures were sold in other areas only with a subsidy of 25%. The special 
concession of 50% was accorded only to the drought affected areas of South: 
Travancore, 


(iii) The Food Production Board issued instructions to the Revenue 
Tahsildars and the G. P. Tahsildars of Thovala, Agastheeswaram, Kalkulam and 
Vilavancode to give wide publicity to the scheme of G, M. F. loans, The infor-. 
mation that the Food Production Board- will consider liberally the Grow Moxe 
Food loan applications from persons in the affected areas was also communicated ~ 
to the Tahstldars. 


(iv) Steps are in progress for the remission of water-cess in all deserving 
cases, : 


(vy) The P. W. D. has already taken up two major items of public works 
in the affected area viz., . 


(1) Improvements to the Thickanamcode channel ; 


(2) Concreting the road from Nagercoil to Aramboly, costing about 
8.26 lakhs, These works are expected to absorb a large number of workmen. 
The Vilathura Lift Irrigation Scheme is proposed to be taken up soon. The qnestion 
of starting new minor irrigation works and improvements to tanks is under con- 
sideration, ; 


Further, Government have sanctioned a sum of Rs. 2,10,000 for pumping 
aut water lying below the sill level at the Pechippara ‘reservoir and pumping 
operation is being carried on, This has saved the present crop.

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Shri N. A. Noor Muhammad : Sir, the Budget speech 
of the Hon’ble Finance Minister has evoked sharply opposite and 
bipolar reactions. One section of the House: hails it as the best 
budget possible with the available resources in the best interests 
of the people in the context. of the present set of circumstances. 
But there is another section which would say that the budget speech 
of the Finance Minister is more a catalogue of the achievements of 
. the Congress Government than a real budget speech and that the real 
budget pat of the same contains nothing but platitudes and solatiums 
which do not carry the State anywhere near the achievement of the 
cherished goal of a welfare state. 


But a careful scrutiny of the Budget proposals would convince 
anyone about the earnestness of the Finance Minister and the Govern- 
ment that he has the privilege to represent, to do the utmost good 
to the people of the country at this particular juncture. All the 
Finance Ministers in the whole of India have been confronted with 
the inevitable and unpalatable phenomenon of dwindling resources 
and increasing expenditure. Travancore-Cochin is not only not 
an exception to the rule but the problem here is more aggravated 
because of the peculiar conditions prevailing here. 


The general buoyancy of revenues that was experienced during 
the war boom has all gone; and the trends in the post war period 
have intensified the gap between income and expenditure. Coupled 
with this is the rising tempo of expenditure in conformity with 
the third phase of development. envisaged by the Five Year Plan. 
We have surrendered to the centre all the elastic sources of 
revenue. The income from main head of our state revenues 
remain either static’ or register a fall. : ; 


‘But because of the Federal Financial Integration we are entitled 
to get revenue gap grant from the Centre to the extent of 280 lakhs, 
But loss resulting from the immediate abolition of internal customs 
duties in Travancore must be borne by the State and would not be 
compensated. The Finance Commission has recommended that 
Travancore-Cochin is to receive 2.5 per cent of the divisible pool 
-of Income Tax and. 2.68 per cent. of the divisible pool of Union 
duties on Excise, on tobacco, matches and vegetable products. Under 
Article 275 (1) we are getting an annual grant of 45 lakhs. The” 
revenue gap grant and the special grant put together are not sufficient 

‘to meet our urgent needs. Clause 7 of the Federal Integration 
Agreement provides that the scheme does not preclude the Govern- 
ment from approaching the Government of India for financial assistance 
on-the merits of the case, with reference to the initial difficulties, 
The Finance Commissions has laid down the following conditions 
for~ the issue of. special grant-in-aid. ; 


: 
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(a) deficiencies of state revenues. . ye 

(b) importance of augmenting of welfare services and 
development projects. 

‘(c) developing some activities which’ reduce -unemploy- 
ment and increase other social service measures etc. 

(d) the needs of Financial Integration, and 


(e) Primary Education. 


Judging from each of these factors, it is but legitimate to expect 
enough special grant-in-aid to augment our revenues, 


Under Article 273, Part A States like Assam, Bihar, Orissa and 
West Bengal are allowed grant-in-aid in lieu of their shares of export 
duty on jute and jute products. Likewise it is but just and proper 
on our part also to expect a share on the export duty on our monopoly 
products like pepper, ginger, cardamom, etc. 


The hon. Finance Minister has explained how his attempts to 
convince the Centre to give us special grants-in-aid in view of the 
dire need to augment our expenses. ' His ory has proved to be a cry 
in the wilderness. Now it is the term of the rog Members of the 
House to cry hoarse, so that it may be reverberated to the Centre so as 
to awaken them to the imperative necessity of speedily augmenting 
our resources so as to enable us to keep pace with the rest of India 
in the onward march of progress. 


The Finance Minister has giveri due prominence to the food 
problem. Not only that our State is’ a grossly deficit State 
‘but a big slice of the revenue of our State we have to 
spend to keep the price of food-stuffs at a reasonably low level. 
“IE only we can step up local production ‘to that-extent, we can 
reduce our dependence on outside help but also divert- the subsidy 
amount for urgent nation-building activities. ‘We have therefore 
to resort to both intensive and extensive cultivation. Nanjinad is 
_ one of the rice-producing areas in the State. The problem that is 
'- confronting the agriculturists there is not one of intensive or éxten- 
sive cultivation but one of keeping up the present level of cultivation, 
of fighting against the ‘vagaries of nature and of securing adequate 
supply of water for cultivation. ; 


, 


The people of the south are grateful to the Government for the | 
"timely help that they rendered by installing the pumping system at 
Pechipara ata cost of Rs. 120,000. I cannot for amoment agree with 
the view expressed by the Member for Nagercoil that not a single 
grain of paddy was saved or produced consequent:on. this experiment, 


: 
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The statement by the hon, Member from Nagercoil, to say the least . 
is simply preposterous, Either that would have been prompted by 
malice or would have been born out of ignorance of the real conditions 
obtaining there. On the other hand, thousands of acres have been 
benefitted by this scheme, The people of the south feel this pumping 
system should form a permaneiit feature and that from 6 pumps the 
number has to be raised to 12, « If this is done, it is possible to provide 
much needed help to the agriculturists in times of drought. There 
is about 42 feet of water below sill level in Pechipara and the quantity 
available is 242 million cub, feet of water. If 12 pumps work, it 
would be possible to give 3 ft. of water in L.P.C. That means 
it would be possible to give 2 ft. of water on all the 4 channels. 
Thus it would be possible for us to avert conditions of drought. 


Sir, now I wish to refer to the minor irrigation works in South 
Travancore, There are a few minor irrigation works which our 
Government would do well to investigate and complete so as to 


give relief to the Pechipara scheme. ‘Poikai scheme near Aramboli, 


Mambazhathanayar and Pannivaikal near Veli Malai, Pamboorivaikal, 
have all been investigatedalong with the Kodayar project. If only these 
arelproceeded with, people of those localities need not depend much 
upon Pechipara water. Government may also investigate the possi- 
bility of harnessing the waters that go waste in the Valliyur and 
Kuzhithuraiyar by lift system, 


In the Thengamputhur Pakuthy there are about 10,000 acres of 
sandy tract extending from Manakudi to Dharmapuram. The water 
there is brakish and during summer even that water’ is not available. 
Cocoanut garden will have to be watered at heavy cost and during 
seasons of drought cocoanut ‘trees die out, For the last “35 years 
they have been representing to Government to extend the Champaka- 
kolam channel to Thengamputhur. The channel has already been 
cut. It, covers: 8 miles and 3 furlongs. Water is supplied up to 
gs miles. If the Athikadai ‘and Thengamputhur channels are extended 
to meet the Chempakulam channel there would be adequate supply 
of water. I would therefore urge upon the Government to devote 


more attention to this scheme. ~ - nd 


‘A word has to be mentioned about the deepening ofthe tanks 
in South Travancore. Much has already been said here regarding 
the necessity of deepening of tanks, Even before the inauguration 
of the Kodayar projéct the fields in the South depended entirely - 
on. these tanks. I heard the Chief Minister say the other day that 
there was a scheme. for deepening these tanks and the work in some 
was completed. The work so. far-done is far from satisfactory, 
What is done'is that the mud taken from the bed is-put’on the bund 
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and during the next rainy season it would be washed into the bed 
again. Nobody except the contractor is benefited. No permanent 
benefit accrues to the ryots. Therefore there is the urgent necessity 
for improving on the present system. 

I regret td note that our Government have not attempted to 
explore a potential source of revenue,viz.,the encouragement of tourist 
trafic. There are a good number of countries in the world which 
derive a big slice of revenue froin tourist traffic. We would simply 
marvel at the convenience and comfort the tourists get in other 
countrics. People who travel would be tempted to go there over 
and over again. In-Travancore-Cochin too there is a good prospect - 
for organising tourist traffic. Our State is rich in natural bounties 
and it has its magnificient historical and religious places of importance. 
Our backwaters and pilgrim centres are world famous. If only we 
could provide, the necessary amenities much money would flow into 
our State. It is true that we have a Tourist Bureau. 1 do not 
think that works properly. The convenience that we get is far from 
satisfactory. Any foreigner travelling in our buses would resolve 
to travel in it no longer. 

I would like to say a word about our Coach Service. When the 
ordinary fare between Trivandrum and Nagercoil is Rs. 1—é—o 
by the express it is Rs. a—1—o. The fare by the coach is Rs.3—-1-0 
Naturally we would expect much more convenience in the coach. 
But that is an old rickety bus worse than the ordinary one. I asked 
the minister for Transport about it. He told me that it was intended 
for the big Gujaratis and Marvaris. He asked me whether I would 
be satisfied if a bus hostess was provided in the coach as we have in 
the planes to distribute sweets to the travellers. We would not be 
isatistied by. providing ong hostess in the coach. The entire State 

/ and the public should act as a hostess to the tourists so that_ more 
and more of them may come to-our State bringing in more and more 
money into our coffers. . 

A condition precedent for the development of toursit traffic 
is the extension of railways in the State. It is a matter for grati- 
fication that our Government has succeeded in getting sanction for 
having a railway link between Quilon and Ernakulam. The railway 
extension in our State would not be complete unless Railway link is 
effected between: Trivandrum and Nagercoil. . The people in the 
South would stand to gain a lot if Trivandrum is connected with 
Nagercoil and ‘Nagercoil with Tinnevelly by railway. Travancore 
is industrially undeveloped and such a ratlway link would give a 
fillip to the industrial and commercial regeneration of South Tra 
vancore, . ‘ 
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Railway budget shows a good surplus income and it is time 
that attention is diverted to South India. There is a general com- 
plaint that the needs of South India have not been paid heed to by 
the Railway Ministry. Members of South Travancore expect and hope 
that our Government would constantly urge on the Railway Ministry 
to see that early steps are taken to effect the link between Nagercoil 
and Trivandrum. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : The hon, Finance Minister has presénted 
a deficit Budget to the extent of over Rs. 14 lakhs. Last year he 
presented a surplus budget of over Rs. 4 lakhs. But the expected 
surplus Budget was turned into a deficit Budget of Rs. 9 lakhs. 
Perhaps this deficit Budget will turn out to be a’ surplus budget at _ 
the end of the year. Anyhow, it matters very little, whether it is 
a surplus or a deficit budget. A surplus budget is not a consumation 
to be devoutly wished for in budgeting. The question is whether 
the provisions made in the budget are spent for the creation of a 
welfare State. Sir, the introduction of this budget has disclosed 
one thing: that among the vernacular papers there are budget 
prophets. One of our Malayalam dailies, with very great accuracy, 
prophesied that it will be a deficit budget to the extent of 14 lakhs. 
_ We are proud to have budget prophets along with weather prophets. 
Probably the Editor is a descendant of the Prophet. The Finance 
Minister’s Budget speech introducing the budget for this year was a 
deviation, from the ordinary budget speeches. It has shown that 
he is a Parliamentarian, a demagogue and an advocate. He has 
marshalled the facts like an advocate to win his purpose, to carry 
conviction to this House. He has first dealt with a non-controversial 
subject, that is food production and food problem in our State, 
He has canvassed our sympathy by saying that’our resources are being 
drained by buying the food grains at heavy price and selling them 
at low price. ‘He has appealed to do our best to increase food pro- 
duction ; ‘and until and unless we strive our best to increase the 
food production there willbe a constant drain: on our resources 
and most of the money which should be utilised for the development 
of or country will be diverted to supply the essential food grains. 


He has also suggested means for increasing the food production. 
There are many irrigation schemes ‘which the Government have 
planned and started. By improvement of agriculture, also by improved 
seeds and supply of manure they hope to increase food production. 
Then he has dealt with the industrial situation especially the depres- 
sion in the coir industry and measures to relieve that industry. There 
is a proposal to aid industries this year by setting apart Rs, 7 lakhs - 
and through the Industrial Financial Corporation. Then he goes on to 
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the ways and means by which all these schemes have to be worked, 
There-is very little of additional taxation except betterment tax to 
the extent of Rs. 6 lakbs. Even this has been condemned by some 
_of the: hon. Members of the House. We cannot have democracy 
and a Welfare State without resources. One of the ways‘and means 
of finance is taxation, There is also grants-in-aid and subsidies 
from the Centre, I, for one, am reluctant about receiving subsidies 
from the Centre for that will curtail our freedom. We are after ., 
all a unit in a Republic and we should be reluctant to go in for loans 
and subsidies from the Centre. One thing I find is that our depen- 
-dance on the Centre has not in any way diminished though we are 
an independent State. When Viceroys ruled, from New Delhi 
they used to dictate. There is that feeling of subordination even 
now, Therc.is a feeling of inferiority complex. We feel that we 
are dependant. To get over that we must become self-sufficient 
as far as possible. ‘We must remind the Centre that we are a unit 
in a Fedexation and not a Dependant State. We have not advanced 
much in food production. * There haye been many schemes. There 
is the Grow-More-Food Campaign. But I do not find any appre- 
ciable increase in food production. Last year we budgeted for 
more than 2 crores.of rupees for food supplies. This year the amount 
is not in any way less, but a little more. . In spite of the large amount 
of money. that we are spending for grow-more-food campaign we 
have not appreciably advanced in that direction. There is some- | 
thing wrong somewhere, There is some wastage, some leakage 
or mismanagement somewhere. This must be found out. There - 
is no use of pouring water in a leaky vessel. ; 


When I come to the scheme of irrigation which is primarily 
meant for the development of agriculture which affects our food 
problem, J find that there is one remarkable feature. There are 
six major schemés ; . 3 in the North, 2 in the-Sotth and r‘in the 
Centre. This is an indication of the administtation that we are 

" having in this country. The Party in Power has to keep the North 
and the South in good humour. Otherwise they will find it difficult 
to get on. We hear.a lot of. coniplaints from the North and the 
South. When [ say North I mean the Cochin area, and by South 
the Tami] Nad area. We in the centre are in a buffer state. We 
get nothing. The middle man generally otight to get a good profit. 
But we in the middle get very Jittle. . Out of the 6 schemies 3 aré 
in the North and 2 in the South. If you go into other things also 
you find the same thing, Government have to keep people of these 

“places in good humour so that they may not break. The Medical 
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Practitioners’ Bill before this House was an indication of the same, 
It was argued by the Tamil Nad members with all their weight that 
there should be a separate council for the Siddha system of treatment, 
This House rejected. it. But the Cochin representatives moved for 
a very unreasonable amendment which many of us opposed as it was 
quite unreasonable. But still the Government agreed to the amend. 
ment and voted and passed. That shows that weightage is with Cochin 
though mich is said about Tamil Nad. I think Tamil Nad is more 
sinned against than sinning. Weightage still remains with 
the Cochin area, They can have any unreasonable demand acceded . 
to by the Government. Sir, it is said that sometimes Travancore 
officers do not get jystice. But in spite of that we do not make any 
‘complaint. ‘“‘Patience is the badge of all our tribe.’? But all 
the complaints come from the Cochin area and the Tamil Nad. 
Perhaps this is an adoption of the policy that offensive is the best form 
of defence. We must be fair to all. We are living in Democracy, 
Every one must have equal opportunity. Public.-money should not ~ 
be spent in particular areas alone. I do not say that it should not 
be spent in particular places, Out of the 6 schemes 3 are in the North 
and 2 on the South, Still there is complaint. .

Shri E. P. Varghese: Still the money that is now spent 
for these schemes are of this integrated State. I have hardly ry 
minutes. There are other instances also. I have been pointing out 
only two instances, they are, the Medical Practioners’ Bill and the 
Irrigation Scheme. I have pointed out these to show that the Ministry 
has to bend this side and that side to avoid a break. _ It may be said 
that when Cochin members catch .cold the Chief Minister develops 
a bronchitis and ‘hertins to the dry South for relief. The Tamil 
Nad does not Jet go this opportunity. The ‘Tamil Nad’ people 
take advantage of the situation, they make hay while the sunshines, 
There are groups like this’ and in between comes the people in the 
centre who get nothing. If this sort of parochalism is allowed 
to.continue we of this State with all our talents, educational advance- 
ment ‘and industrial resources’ will not beable to take a foremost °° 
place among the Indian States ; a place we rightly deserve. 

‘The hon. Finance Minister has pointed out that the Financial 
agreement, entered into’ with the Centre is not satisfactory. He 
seems to lodge a complaint. We. lost the land customs, we do not 
get concession for our monopoly products such as pepper, ginger, 
cardamom, - etc., while Assam, Bihar, Orissa and West Bengal 
aré Compensated for the jute they export. We heard a lot of coms 
plaints from other members also on this matter, . 
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‘The other day one of the hon. Members in the Parliament 
submitted a memorandum to the Prime Minister of India. He 
was condemning the integration of the States. He: @ven -predicts 
that by 1960 this State will disappear, will perish. That is the sort 
of propaganda that our representatives are having in the Centre, 
They say that nothing good can come out of Travancore. Instead 
of pulling together, they are pulling in opposite directions. After 

“all India is going through a revolutionary change. We are having 
a great experiment. Many of the Indian States have vanished, they 
have been grouped together. Travancore and Cochin have also 
been merged. Neither State wanted this integration ; but the | 
makers of New India planned it and we have been yoked together , 
by the architects of our nation. Let us plough the field of our State 
into prosperity. . 

Sir, another thing J want to mention about the administration, 
Why not the able Ministers exercise some control over the adminis- .” 
tration ? How is it that they cannot enforce some kind of discipline 
over the rank and file. Let me just examine the talents that compose _ 
the Ministry. 1 have already stated that the hon, Finance Minister — 
is a combination of a demagogue, a parliamentarian and an advocate. 
On his right is the fiery Minister for Forest and Revenue. As if to 
counteract this there is on the left the calm, cool,collected, cal- 
culating Home Minister. Behind is the gentle Medical Minister, 
slow and steady as the Ayurveda. There is the Minister for Local 
Self Government, very anxious nay in a hurry to establish that a 
Harijan’s hands too ‘‘the rod of Empire might sway.’’ There is the 
Minister for Works, a rare combination of diplomacy and straight- 
talking. This talented team is co-ordinated and led by honest John, 
Why not such a Ministry enforce a better control over the Party; 

“a stricter enforcement of discipline over the service and a more 
expeditious disposal of things. The Finance Minister has stated - 
that the Government are trying to direct their activities with the 
ideal of a Welfare State in view. -I find that he has attempted to 
budget towards this ideal within the resources of our, State. That 
is why I support the Budget. I congratulate you the hon. Minister 
for Finance. It is said that the panacea for all the evils is a re-election. 
They are saying that they have won in the Municipal elections. 
Have they studied facts? In the last Municipal elections the Congress 
Party has secured only 47.7 per cent of the seats. Even if Tamil Nad , 
400 is counted the Government got only 5% percent, 
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One word more, Sir 3 let us realise that we are the members 


of the Legislature of a Republic, not the old legislators under a . 


monarchy. We are the chief factor or unit in the administration 
of this State. We have a very great responsibility in the welfare of 
the State. When we criticise the Government it should not be 
taken that we do so for the sake of pleasure of criticising. It is 
not enough to meet our criticisms by false arguments and refuse 
. to respond under a false sense of prestige. We are all human beings ; 
we are liable to err. . There is nothing demeaning in correcting 
our mistakes, IJ, for one, will have greater respect for those who 
correct their mistakes than for those who justify everything under 
a false sense of prestige.

embrace the Cochin State also, the obvious course is- to 
abolish’ them, if some means could be found of cushioning 

- the financial. shock involved by such a measure.] As.to 
this, we pointed” out that if the Travancore-Cochin Union 

. would: agree to our scheme of federal’ financial integra- 
tion becoming effective simultaneously with the Consti- 
tution’ .of the Union itself, or from some other conveni- 
ently early date,. for example, © from the commencement 

of their next . financial: year, [17th August 1949 corres- 
‘ponding to the 1st, day of 1125 M. E.] the contribution of 

_the Government of. India towards food subsidies would 
automatically go.up from so per cent. to 75. per cent of the 
total “loss on the sale of imported food grains,-the latter 
being the percentage: applicable. to provinces.” 
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“Such an increase in the amount of food subsidy would
